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VIRUS LINK TO ARTERY KILLER 


ST. PETERSBURG BEACH, 
Fla. (UPI) — Preliminary animal 
studies suggest a common virus 
may be implicated in the develop- 
ment of artery disease, the under¬ 
lying cause of the leading killer of 
Americans, a scientist said Mon¬ 
day. 

The pioneering research by 
medical investigators from Cor¬ 
nell University provides a new- 
lead in the effort to understand 
and ultimately develop ways to 
prevent atherosclerosis. 

In atherosclerosis, the lining of 
the arteries becomes thickened 
and eventually clogged by deposits 
of fat and other material. This 
condition, .sometimes called hard¬ 
ening of the arteries, sets the stage 


for heart attacks and strokes— 
ailments that kill 820,000 Ameri¬ 
cans annually. 

A high level of cholesterol and 
other fats in the blood is consider¬ 
ed a major factor in atherosclero¬ 
sis, along with high blond pressure 
and heavy smoking. But Dr. C. 
Richard Minick, professor of pa¬ 
thology at the Cornell University 
Medical Centre in New York, said 
these risk factors accounted for 
less than half of the atherosclero¬ 
sis in the U.S.. 

Minick said the Cornell experi¬ 
ment suggested a herpes virus also 
might have a role in artery dis¬ 
ease. Most humans are infected by 
one or more of these viruses, 
which cause cold sores, among 
other things. 


“It seems to us that there is a 
very real possibility, although not 
proven or established, that the.se 
viruses may be important some¬ 
how in arterial disease and ath-* 
erosclcrosis in man," Minick told 
the opening session of an Ameri¬ 
can Heart Association seminar.' 

The Cornell research was con¬ 
ducted on chickens. One group fed 
a low-fat diet was infected with a 
herpes virus that causes Mareck’s 
disea.se in chickens. Another group 
received the virus and a high-fat 
diet. 

After seven months, the birds 
were killed. Minick said the two 
groups infected with the virus had 
atherosclerosis in many of their 
arteries. Artery disease was not 


seen in chickens that were not 
infected. 

“I think it was very surprising 
that this type of disease would 
develop in seven months,” Minick 
said. “Even more surprising to us 
was the fact that the animals that 
had normal serum cholesterol 
levels that were on a low-lipid 
(fat) diet and infected with the 
virus also developed occlusive ar¬ 
terial changes." 

He said a high amount of fat in 
the blood appeared to accentuate 
the artery disease. 

Additional experiments, some of 
them to be reported at a scien¬ 
tific meeting in April, reinforced 
the findings, Minick said. 


Fake MB’s 
death stuns 
Alert Bay

An ilrgent cry for help was made by the Nimpkish 
Indian Band on Monday after a man who posed as a 
medical doctor at Alert Bay for 10 weeks killed 
himself in a Port Hardy RCMP lockup early Sunday 
after being charged with impersonating Dr. Robert 
Rifleman, a general practitioner now living in Wis¬ 
consin. 

The man. identified as Roberto Enrique Trujillo, tl. 
slashed his throat with glass from his reading glasses, a 
poliee spokesman said. 

"He was a passive individual. He just wanted to read 
w hile he w as in custody." the spokesman said. 

"Our people are once again at risk and we’re now 
back to square one." said band councillor William Cranmer. 

There was a feeling of anger and distrust in the vil¬ 
lage of 1.800 at the incredible events of the past 72 hours. 
Cranroer s ai d i n it w i nte r v i e w M ond a y . 

"Is this the level of service we can expect from the 
powers that be'.’ " 

The man known to village residents as Dr. Rifleman 
was uneotered as an imposter Friday afternoon with his 
arrest by KCMi*. 

The unravelling of Trujillo's role as a doctor in Alert 
Bay began when Dr. Jack Pickup had "nagging doubts" 
about the man's medical competenee and expertise, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Craig Arnold, deputy registrar of the B.C. College 
of Physicians and .Surgeons. 

I’ickup’s own competence was questioned last year fol¬ 
lowing the controversial death of an ll-year-old Indian girl 
who died in St. George’s Hospital of a ruptured appendix. 
Pickup was found negligent in the death by an inquest jury, 
but w as subsequently found competent by the college. 

"Pickup had nothing specific to offer about the man 
other than he wondered about his medical expertise," Arnold 
told the t’o/onisl. 

The imposter had presented papers to the college which 
appeared to be in order and was granted temporary registra¬ 
tion to practise at Alert Bay, Arnold said. 

The licence to practise, valid for one year, was re¬ 
scinded by the college after an investigation which re¬ 
vealed the real Dr. Rifleman had a general practice in 
Wisconsin. 

Arnold said the man presented himself in early .No¬ 
vember, 1979 as Dr, Robert H. Rifleman with original 
documents supporting the claim.

U.S. budget boosts 
military spending 


WASHINGTON (AP) — With (he oil- 
rich Middle East in turmoil. President 
Carter asked the U.S. Congress on Monday 
to approve a $616-billion election-year bud¬ 
get that aims most new spending at de¬ 
fence 6nd energy programs. 

Carter’s budget proposal for the 1981 
fiscal year was the largest in U.S. history 
and a $52-billion increase over 1980 federal 
spending. Military spending got the biggest 
increase—to $142.7 billion from $127.4 bil¬ 
lion this yea,^-representing a 3.3-por-cent 
Increase after projected inflation is taken 
into account.

There was little new money for most 
domestic programs, but money was ear¬ 
marked for job training, housing and reve¬ 
nue sharing programs to mollify key Dem¬ 
ocratic party factions. 

The budget projected a $16-billion defi¬ 
cit next year, the final admis.sion that 
Carter has been unable to fulfil his 1976 
campaign promise to balance the budget. 

Reaction to Carter’s budget was mixed, 
although there was general praise from 
Congress for his decision to increase mili¬ 
tary spending. 


Thirty-four Islamic 
countries have demanded 
“the immediate and un¬ 
conditional withdrawal” 
of Soviet troops from 
Afghanistan. They also 
have called for a boycott 
of the summer Olympic 
Games in Moscow. 

As the Islamic foreign 
ministers adopted the anti- 
Soviet resolutions at a meet¬ 
ing in I.slamabad, Pakistan, 
early today, Moscow said its 
troops’ presence in Afghan¬ 
istan is justified. 

The Soviet Communist 
party newspaper Pravda 
said internal unrest in Afgh¬ 
anistan has posed "not an 
imaginary but a real threat 
to the interests of the secur¬ 
ity of the Soviet state on its 
.southern border." 

It accused Washington of 
stirring up a “hysterical 
military campaign" against 
Moscow and its allies. 

“At no time since the peak 
of the Cold War has the cult 
of brutal force been pro- 
fessi*d so openly," it said of 
U.S. President Carter’s state 
of the union speech to Con¬ 
gress last week that con¬ 
demned Mo.scow’s interven¬ 
tion in Afghanistan. 

In Washington. C.S. State 
Secretary Cyrus Vance, In 
an interview Monday, 
termed the .Soviet pre.sence 
in Afghanistan "a grave situ¬ 
ation." He reaffirmed Wash¬ 
ington’s support for tbe inde¬ 
pendence of all Persian Gulf 
countries, including Afghan¬ 
istan. 

Vance said the "80.000- 
plus Soviet armed forces in 
Afghanistan . . . po.se a po¬ 
tential threat” to countries 
neighboring Afghanistan. 

U.S. Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown said U.S. 
ground troops could be de¬ 
ployed quickly to defend a 
country threatened by the 
.Soviet adventure in the Gulf 
region. 

"I would urge that no one 
underestimate our ability to 
get some ground forces in 
there quickly if we have to,” 
Brown said. 

The Islamic foreign minis¬ 
ters also called on all coun¬ 
tries not to recognize the 
Soviet-backed Afghan gov¬ 
ernment and to sever diplo¬ 
matic relations with it “until 
the complete withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghan¬ 
istan.” 

They urged a boycott of 
the Moscow Games by Is¬ 
lamic countries "until the 
Soviet Union . . . withdraws 
all its troops forthwith from 
Afghanistan. ” 

The ministers termed the 
.Soviet behavior in Afghanis¬ 
tan "a flagrant violation" of 
international law. 

They urged "all countries 
and people to secure the So¬ 
viet withdrawal through all 
possible means." 

The meeting also was at¬ 
tended by representatives of 
the Palestine Liberation Or¬ 
ganization but Afghanistan 
sent no representative and

Steel strike 
snarls Wales 


LONDON (Reuter) — The British steel strike 
escalated Monday with large areas of Wales para¬ 
lysed by protest stoppages, and union leaders bat¬ 
tling to overturn a controversial court order. 

Coal mines and docks were at a standstill and 
rail and bus services halted as Welsh unions staged 
a "day of action" to back tbe 180,000 workers on 
strike against the state-owned British Steel Corp. 

The 24-hour protest strike was particularly 
effective iii suutnern Wales, wtinre thousunus of 
jobs will be tllrcatcned if the month-old steel dispute 
drags on. An estimated 100.000 workers took part In 
the protest. 

Defying an appeal court ruling, many workers 
at private steel companies joined the BSC strikers. 
Union lawyers prepared to take the case to the 
House of Lords. Britain’s highest court, to try to get 
the ruling overturned. 

Saturday’s court ruling banned an estension of 
the strike to private plants on the grounds It would 
pose a threat to Britain's economy. It also forbid 
unions from preventing foreign steel from entering 
Britain. 


Ottawa shuts 
Tehran office 
until releases 

OTTAWA (CP) — The Canadian embassy in 
Tehran has been closed temporarily and will not be 
reopened until the U.S. hostages in Iran are released, 
savs External Affairs 


Minister Flora MacDon¬ 
ald. 

Miss MacDonald told re¬ 
porters Monday that Ken 
Taylor. Canadian ambassa¬ 
dor in Tehran, and three 
other embassy employees 
were withdrawn for safety 
reasons and problems they 
faced in carrying nut their 
jobs. 

“I would want to see the 
(U.S.) hostages released be¬ 
fore we go back," she .said. 

There has been no reaction 
yet from the Iranian govern¬ 
ment to the Canadian deci¬ 
sion, she said. 

Temporarily closing the 
embassy docs not mean Can¬ 
ada has severed relations 
with Iran, she said. Ottawa 
would continue relations 
with Tehran through the Ira¬ 
nian embassy here and peri¬ 
odic visits by Canadian dip¬ 
lomats to Iran. 

Asked if this move was a 
Canadian attempt to apply 
pressure on Tehran, she re¬ 
plied: “It could perhaps be 
considered that way." 

She denied that the deci¬ 
sion was related either to 
the Feb. 18 federal election 
or the Afghanistan crisis. 

Miss MacDonald said 
there has been “more 
pressure in the last while 
than there had been former¬ 
ly" on the remaining Cana¬ 
dian embassy staff. 

She was fearful for their 
safety — “that became more 
of a factor as the numbers 
were reduced."

TORONTO (UPC) — New 
Democratic Party Leader . 
Ed Broadbent Monday al ' 
tacked the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment’s closure of Can¬ 
ada’s embassy in Iran, 
charging the dramatic move 
was made "for election pur 
po.ses." 

Addressing an enthusias¬ 
tic group of campaign work¬ 
ers jammed into candidate 
John Harney’s Scarborough 
campaign headquarters. 
Broadbent blasted the got 
ernment for closing its 
Tehran embassy because of 
what government spokes 
men .said were the difficul 
ties in conducting normal 
business. 

Broadbent, however, sug¬ 
gested Prime .Minister Joe 
Clark had chosen this time to 
act because the move would 
generate favorable pub 
licity. 

“The reason given by the 
prime minister was that 
there is chaos in Iran," he 
said. “There is no more 
chaos in Iran today ... than 
there was before Christmas 
when we didn’t have an elec¬ 
tion.

The prairie folks can’t vote unless they 
go home. 

Western community residents who want 
to take part in special early voting will 
have to go clear over the Malahat to 
Duncan—snow or no snow. Nanaimo peo¬ 
ple in the same fix have to go to Port 
Alberni. 

And because there wasn’t sufficient time 
to do an enumeration this lime, hun¬ 
dreds of area voters aren’t on the list for 
the Feb. 18 federal election. 

All of which means a more hectic time 
than usual for harried returning officers 


caught in the squeeze of an unexpected 
winter election and its oddities of a short 
campaign, but longer revision period. 

"It’s like a madhouse," said one Vancou¬ 
ver Island election clerk, who asked not 
to be identified. “You should see the paper 
around here.” 

Many of those not on the voters’ list arc 
people who have changed addresses in 
the same relative area. They won’t have 
too much trouble. They have until Feb. 4 to 
get registered. 

But others, like the large number of 
prairie people who swarm to the compara¬ 
tive warmth of Vancouver Island for the 


winter months, are out of luck—unless they 
make the long trek home. 

Victoria returning officer Eleanor Allan 
is sticking by her guns on this one. even 
though she admits she's taken some flak. 
So is Joanne Melling, returning officer for 
Nanalmo-Albemi, another who brought up 
the subject in interviews Monday. 

As unfortunate as it may seem, both say 
the Elections Act makes it clear one must 
vote in one’s “ordinary” place of resi¬ 
dence—the place that would normally be 
considered the real home. This applies 
even to prairie people vfho have bought 


property here, but stay only part of the 
year. 

Another problem seems to have a par¬ 
ticular meaning in the .strange riding of 
Cowichan-Malahat-The Islands where 40 
per cent of the voters live on one side of a 
mountain (.south) and most of the rest on 
the other. 

It is the special early vole (known for¬ 
mally as voting in the office of the relurn 
ing officer), which was used for the first 
time in the May .22 federal election for 
those who couldn’t vote on regular election 
day. or in the advance polls.

War beef-up ready

Canada has developed a contingency 
plan to add at least 16,000 troops to its 
armed forces if they are needed to deal 
with the Afghanistan crisis. Defence Min¬ 
ister Allan McKinnon said Monday. 

McKinnon said Canada would be able to 
pul a third infantry battalion in West 
Germany, from where it would go to the 
Middle East if necessary under the com¬ 
mand of the North Atlantic Treaty Organi¬ 
zation or the United Nations. 

The minister said in an interview that 
Prime Minister Clark directed him to 
prepare a study on the maximum force 
Canada can put under arms at this time. 

He said the study is complete and, while 
some of the material is classified, it in¬ 
cludes an assessment which would in¬ 
crease Canadian forces to about 95,060. 
The present strength is about 79,000.

McKinnon said it’s not practical to try 
to reach 100.000 in the forces at this time, 
even in an emergency, because there 
would not be enough guns and uniforms 
for the troops. 

Canada would only go to the Middle 
East under united command through the 
UN or NATO, he said. 

There were plans to increase Canadian 
forces by 4,000 over the next four years 
before the Afghanistan crisis, he said, and 
the schedule will continue because it is 
separate from the contingency plan. 

The minister said all armed forces will 
be obtained through voluntary enlistment 
and Canada would probably never again 
have a conscription program. 

If a war broke out between two super¬ 
powers. said McKinnon, it would be over 
so quickly that there wouldn't be time lo 
consider starting a conscription program.

West tops in 1980 outlook 


OTTAWA (UPC) — The 
fou. western provinces will 
and Ontario 
in economic growth during 
1980, even though they ac¬ 
count for only 30 per cent of 
national production, the Con¬ 
ference Board In Canada 
said Monday. 

The board also said the 
long-awaited U.S. recession 
and a .severe slump in Can¬ 
ada’s new housing market 
would contribute to a growth 
rate in 1980 of only 1.1 per 
cent. 

“Over 80 per cent of Can¬ 
ada's economic growth this 
year will come from the four 
western provinces,” the 
board said in its Quarterly 
Provincial Forecast. 

The independent economic 
agency al.so predicted that 
Quebec and Ontario, which 
together provide more than 
60 per cent of total Canadian 
output, would account for 
barely 10 per cent of national 
growth. 

The board also said the 


U.S. Gross National Product 
would decline by one per 
cent this year, due mainly to 
a poor housing market 
caused by escalating mort¬ 
gage rates. 

“On both sides of the bor¬ 
der the reaction is expected 
to be the same—a reluctance 
to buy and a consequent 
slackening of residential 
construction activity,” the 
forecast said. 

"As a result of this .soft 
demand, Canadian produc¬ 


tion and export of motor ve¬ 
hicles and parts, lumber, 
and other building materials 
are expected to fall in 1980 as 
is construction activity it¬ 
self.” 

The forecast said western 
economic strength would 
again, as it had in the last 
decade, be buoyed by pro¬ 
duction of oil and gas. while 
agricultural output, mining, 
fishing and ultilitics would 
also lend substantial eco¬ 
nomic support in Western 
Canada. 


However, output of manu¬ 
factured products^ nation¬ 
wide is expected to decline 
three per cent this year, with 
a drop of four per cent ex¬ 
pected in Ontario, the coun¬ 
try's largest manufacturing 
province. 

The board predicted the 
following: 

• British Columbia will 
return to a high level of con 
struction activity, following 
three .years of declining out¬ 
put. Considering a minimal 


output for Canada, the t.5 
rate of growth for B.C. is 
remarkably good. 

• Alberta’s forecast eco¬ 
nomic output will triple the 
national average. Based on 
crude oil production, real 
growth is predicted at about 
■t.5 per cent this year. 

• Saskatchewan will show 
a healthy rebound after last. 
year's poor grain harvest 
Agriculture and mining out¬ 
put increa.ses will combine 
for a projected growth rate 
of about four per cent.

We should not 
go to Moscow 


Most of us share the same dream of the 
Olympic Games. The games should be an 
honored, international meeting of athletes 
for sporting competition, for fellowship, for 
promoting understanding between nations. 
They should be a proud spectacle for everyone 
in our global village. 

It is not that kind of dream which is under 
debate these days. It is the sad reality of the 
Olympic Games. The reality is that the 
Games are not now nor have they been in 
many years divorced from politics or fierce 
ideological dueling between nations. In fact, 
because they now attract a world television 
audience, the Games have become a forum 
for dramatically staging a variety of political 
viewpoints, totally unrelated to sports. 

That was the case when the Palestine 
Liberation Organization left its bloody mark 
oft the Munich Oiympfcs* of i97z. It was the 
case when Taiwan was excluded from the 
Montreal Olympics of 1976 and most African 
countries refused to attend because New Zea¬ 
land was there. It will certainly be the 
ca.se if the Olympic Games scheduled for 
Moscow this summer are held. 

The Soviet Union has already put the proof 
of that in writing. In a pamphlet to be distri¬ 
buted in schools, factories and collective 
farms throughout the country, propagandists 
there have told people that the July Games pit 
tl)e forces of “decadent capitalism" against 
“socialism," which is growing stronger every 
day. 

There is no time to relocate this year’s 
Games. The cities which have hosted the 
Olympics in recent years have said as much. 
Attendance or a boycott remain the only 
alternatives. 

Canada should not gfffb Moscow'. Let’s not 
let our distaste for such a political manoeuvre 
blind us to the sound reason for such a 
decision. The essential reason is this: it has 
been virtually impossible to pre.sent the view¬ 
point of the western world to all of the people 
of the .Soviet Union. The iron grip on the media 
maintained by the Kremlin sees to that. A 
boycott of the Olympics in Moscow is a rare 
opportunity to speak to the Russian people, 
from one corner of their vast land to the other, 
to tell them that the rest of the world has 
found something radically wrong with the 
policies of their rulers. 

Of course the Kremlin will trumpet Its 
own case. But thinking .Soviet citizens will 
appreciate that most of the world would not 
turn its back on them without a truly signifi¬ 
cant reason. It would stimulate a probing for 
what that reason was. 

A boycott in Moscow this year for political 
reasons would surely prompt the same fate 
for the Games scheduled in Los Angeles four 
years from now. Perhaps it could eventually 
bring to life a brighter dream — a permanent 
home for the Olympic Games in Greece. 


Money talks 

.Sick of election polls, but fascinated by 
them too? 

There’s a poll which hasn’t been spotted 
as such yet. But if money means anything 
(and does anyone doubt that?), it could be 
significant. You could call it the putting-your- 
money-where-your-mouth-is poll and it sug¬ 
gests the New Democratic Party is going to do 
well in the federal election next month. 

Both the Conservatives and the Liberals 
have trimmed their campaign budgets this 
time around, having found it harder to 
squeeze funds from supporters for the second 
time within a year. 

The NDP, on the other hand, reports that 
it has rai.sed more money than it planned to 
spend in this campaign. Interesting. 





What is Trudeau up to this time? 


OTTAWA — Perhaps the strangest 
aspect of all in this unsatisfactory 
election campaign is that it is so out of 
character for Pierre Trudeau to let 
himself appear as a programmed 
robot under control of a couple of 
smart advisers. 

The nature of his approach to the 
public this time invites that descrip¬ 
tion but everything we have come to 
know about Mr. Trudeau over the 
years is in contradiction to his present 
performance. His associates in the 
past have never found it easy lo 
persuade him of anything which he 
does not already believe, although if 
their arguments were Intellectually 
sound his mind could be changed. 

Even during his humble period, 
leading a minority government 
through 1972-71, Mr. Trudeau created 
no impression life this, of being a 
man under any imilrol but his own. 
Earlier I suggested two possible expla¬ 
nations for his pre.sent approach lo 
the public — either that he had grown 
totally cynical or that his heart was 
not in it. There may be a third possi¬ 
bility. Mr. Trudeau has long been a 
man with more than a fair share of 
contempt for others' and It may be that 
we are simply watching a totally con¬ 
temptuous approach to the public and 
the political process. 

Whatever the explanation, the 
political process is being sorely dam¬ 
aged by the effort to carry image 
politics lo Its ultimate, destructive

level — in Mr. Trudeau’s case, a 
past image, not a current one. In the 
end, four men arc responsible for this, 
the same four who successfully mani¬ 
pulated the election in the first place. 
At their head is Pierre Trudeau him¬ 
self. The others arc his lieutenant. 
Allan MacEachen. and his two key 
advisers, Jim Coutls and Sen. Keith 
Davey. 

They are presenting to the public a 
Liberal party that is unrecognizable 
and their approach would not have sur¬ 
vived a party convention if they had 
dared risk one. Avoiding a convention 
was one of the things they achieved by 
manipulating an early election. Mr. 
Trudeau had not been ready to face 
one earlier: the inevitable challenge to 
his leadership which would have 
arisen was evaded by the announce¬ 
ment of his impending retirement. 

The absence of policy positions, so 
striking in the Liberal approach in this 
election, would not have survived a 
party convention. This manipulated 
approach not only fails lo represent 
the Liberal party we have known 
in the past: it fails to represent the 
party that exists today. Worse still, it 
has robbed the electorate of a develop¬ 
ment that otherwise would have taken 
place and which would have been in¬ 
valuable.

It’s dreaded tax time again; 
could there be another way? 


That infernal nuisance in¬ 
come-tax time is upon us 
again: filling forms, search¬ 
ing for receipts and, if the 
government’s nibbling dur¬ 
ing the past year was not 
enough, making out a cheque 
to the “Receiver General of 
Canada." 

To the small businessman, 
taxation is a year-around an¬ 
noyance. A study showed 
that he spends about a quar¬ 
ter of his time and labor 
compiling returns and com¬ 
plying with other govern¬ 
mental impositions. 

Taxation, from the Latin 
“lo evaluate", is a system of 
compulsory contributions 
developed by government to 
meet its expenses. It has 
burdened society ever since 
the distinction between the 
rulers and the ruled was es¬ 
tablished. 

Over the years there have 
been different approaches to 
the transfer of wealth to gov¬ 
ernment such as head taxes, 
tithes and tributes. Nowa¬ 
days in the developed na¬ 
tions the taxation system in 
all its ramifications is ex¬ 
tremely complex. 

The iniquities of the sys¬ 
tem are well known: cash 
transactions are difficult to 
verify. Loopholes and tax 
havens are available for 
those who can afford the 
legal talent. 

People contemplate with 
chagrin how many days per 
year they labour exclusively 
for the government — and 
occasionally revolt, as Cali-

fomians did when they en¬ 
acted proposition 13 into 
state law, reducing the tax 
burden on property owners. 

Is there a viable alterna¬ 
tive? It’s difficult to an¬ 
swer, primarily because the 
existing system Is so en¬ 
trenched. to budge it borders 
on the impossible. 

Various substitutes have 
been proposed. At this time 
of the year, one may derive a 
modicum of pleasure from 
contemplating a society w ith 
a truly simple system of gar¬ 
nering revenue for essential 
government functions. 

One, appealing in its sim¬ 
plicity. is based on a concept 
•already partially in use: 
abolish all personal taxes on 
income, property, and sales, 
and substitute government 
monopoly in their stead. In 
Canada the sale of alcoholic 
beverages is already re¬ 
stricted to government. In 
Italy, salt and tobacco prod¬ 
ucts are sold only by govern¬ 
ment. Transportation, com- 
munications and an 
assortment of other services 
and utilities are used for gov¬ 
ernment revenue in many 
countries. 

As an alternative to the 
existing system, to make up 
for revenues conventionally 
derived from personal taxes, 
one or .several economic en¬ 
terprises could be transfer¬ 
red to government. 

For examply all energy 
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Had the Gang of Four not engineer¬ 
ed this election, a .vear or so would 
have gone by and a reliable judgment 
of the Clark government would have 
been possible. The Liberals would 
have held their convention, chosen a 
new leader and worked out their ap¬ 
proaches to the 1980s. A year from 
now. the Canadian people would have 
had before them a fair and reasonable 
choice between a Conservative gov¬ 
ernment they could judge properly 
and a revitalized Liberal party. 

In the past, I have never been able 
to understand how peoples who have 
enjoyed freedom could surrender to 
dictators or demagogues. By their ac¬ 
quiescence in this dreadful approach 
to an important political choice, the 
Canadian people are showing us the 
sort of popular mood that makes that 
kind of thing possible. They are fortu¬ 
nate that no potential dictator is lurk¬ 
ing in the wings at the moment. Mr. 
Trudeau is authoritarian but far from 
a dictator. 

As matters are going, it seems ob¬ 
vious that the Liberals will win the 
election, very likely with a parliamen 
tary majority. Very recently, two 
newspapers have offered the Conser¬ 
vatives proposals, both rather dar¬ 


ing, which just might break through 
the popular mood and lead to consider 
ed rather than acquiescent voting. 
Given the Tory predicament, both ao 
worth consideration. 

One Is that the Conservatives 
should buy television time, which 
would have to come from the amount 
alloted to tlibir party, and put Joe 
Clark forward with three major policy 
speeches, addressing himself in clear 
terms to the nation’s problems and the 
actions he and a Conservative govern¬ 
ment would take. The other is that 
he should take the great risk of giant 
rallies in the major cities, which would 
invite saturation news coverage. His 
finance minister, John Crosbie, is 
campaigning well and drawing good 
crowds but, not being a party leader, 
goes seriously under reported. As a 
team-mate of Mr. Clark at big rallies, 
he would both help draw crowds and 
gel the exposure he needs if he is to 
have an important impact on the out¬ 
come of the election. 

If the Tory strategists could bring 
themselves to accept these ideas, they 
would be running some risk but none 
that is nut already facing them’, since 
defeat now seems certain. They wouid 
do more than that — they would per¬ 
form a national sersice by putting 
forward in the most conspicuous way 
possible the sort of campaign ap¬ 
proach the people of the country de¬ 
serve in spite of their strange mood.

A tough choice for Germany 
on the Olympic boycott issue 


sales at the outlet level could 
serve this function, as 
"Pemex" does in Mexico. It 
would mean that the sellers 
of petroleum products, coal 
and other energy sources not 
yet owned by government, 
are to be salaried civil ser¬ 
vants, the profits of the en¬ 
terprise accruing to govern¬ 
ment in lieu of taxation. If 
this major source is insuffi¬ 
cient. tobacco products 
could be sold in liquor stores, 
and other products such as 
bakery goods, could be 
added to the list of govern¬ 
ment monopolies until the 
amount of revenue needed 
by government and lost by 
the abolition of personal tax¬ 
ation is reached. 

In practice it would mean 
that all income earned is 
kept by the earner, but when 
he fills his car with gasoline 
or uses other government 
monopolies — the entire 
profit of the transaction ac¬ 
crues to government. Only 
the user pays. Revenue from 
. monopolies is comparatively 
easy to control, which is not 
the case with the existing 
complicated tax system. 

The prospects for a mean¬ 
ingful change arc very re¬ 
mote indeed, but as yet ibere 
is no tax on wi.shful think¬ 
ing.

.An unqualified recommen¬ 
dation to the West German 
Olympic Committee that it 
not participate in the Mos¬ 
cow Games, or a call to W'est 
German athletes to turn 
their backs on the competi¬ 
tion, would be a direct, indel- 
ibie act of reprisal against 
the Soviet Union for its inter¬ 
vention in Afghanistan. 

In the context of Soviet- 
West German relations since 
the end of the Second World 
War, this would be a unique 
development, a gesture that 
could severely damage, or 
even end, the improvement 
in ties between the two coun¬ 
tries that the chancellor’s 
Social Democratic Party has 
made its watchword and best 
election argument for the 
last decade. 

But If the government does 
. not go along with the boycott. 
Schmidt’s pledge of solidar¬ 
ity with the United States, 
stressed repeatedly in his 
own recent state of the union 
message, will mean little. An 
old seam of mistrust held by 
some American officials 
about West Germany’s relia¬ 
bility would widen and the 
Soviet Union would have 
succeeded in driving a 
wedge between the United 
States and Its most impor¬ 
tant military, political and 
economic ally. 

The Schmidt govern¬ 
ment’s dilemma is genuine. 
Until President Carter’s pro- 
posal that the Moscow 
Games be moved to another 
country or postponed or can¬ 
celed if the Soviet Union 
failed to withdraw from 
Afghanistan, the coalition 
here had been able to help 
out with sanctioning the So¬ 
viet presence in Afghanistan 
in a manner in which it felt 
comfortable. 

It said it sold no wheat to 
the Soviet Union, so that 
question was of no concern. 
It pointed out that it gave no 
credits to the Russians, re¬ 
moving the possibility that 
they could be suspended, al¬ 
though the West German 
government guarantees the 
loans that banks give lo com¬ 
panies exporting lo the So¬ 
viet Union. 

At the same time, the gov 
ernmenl agreed to go along 
with a reassessment by

The question was brought up 
by West Germany’s ambas¬ 
sador to NATO.

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‘Dog in manger’ attitude 
in Convair coach decision 


When the B.C. Motor Car¬ 
rier Commission declared 
the Convair Coach Lines of 
Victoria "an inessential ser¬ 
vice" they either did not 
examine the service provid¬ 
ed. or they listened only to 
the opponents. 

As one who has used the 
service in travelling from 
Victoria, to and from the

Is a bus stop at 
the north end of the Oak 
Street bridge, which is about 
Wi miles from the airport.

The 
nearest cab available by 
phone, is at the airport,

HYDRO BUS CHOICE 


Few people seem to be aware of the 
excellent bus service provided by B.C. 
Hydro, between the ferry terminal Tsaw- 
wassen and the Vancouver airport. 

The busline "Valley to Sea" has an 
hourly service from the ferry—foot pas¬ 
sengers exit—to the "Ladner Ring." There 
one can tranijfcr to bu.ses which leave for 
either the airport. Richmond, Surrey, 
White Rock and for downtown Vancou¬ 
ver. 

The ticket is 50 cents only and it arrives 
within one hour at the airport. 

One can either park at—or be driven 
to—the Swartz Bay Terminal, board the 


ferry—free for senior citizens in mid¬ 
week—and take the Valley to Sea bus. 

The Island Transit Service provides this 
service also, with several pick up points 
forjl — prepaid in Victoria. 

Luggage Is taken care of by B.C. Ferries, 
accepted and delivered, by a special truck, 
at the passengers entrance and exit of the 
respective terminals, at no extra cost. 

These alternatives save time and money 
and also is a much more economical way 
of handling our energy resources.

OTTAWA — It’s stan¬ 
dard newspaper practice 
to write the obituaries of 
famous people while 
they’re still hale and 
kicking—so they can be 
socked into the paper at a 
moment’s (or bullet’s) 
notice. 

We have on hand the 
first known instance of a 
political obituary written 
before the government 
has actually died. 

With a nice bit of per¬ 
ception and a little bit of 
luck, Warner Troyer, the 
CBC journalist, has on 
the stands a quick little 
book that explains how 
Joe Clark blew it all so 
quickly and so easily. 

It's called 200 Days: 
Joe Clark In Power and 
any Tory who reads it 
will just want to lie down 
and cry for a day or so. 

How could the youngest 
prime minister in our his¬ 
tory, after waiting longer 
than any government 
since Confederation to 
call Parliament, have 
only 33 days in the Com¬ 
mons before falling on 
his own sword? 

Troyer makes a good 
case that the Tories In 
fact blew it all by August 
at their Banff skull- 
shrink when the argu- 
me.nt at the financial 
hard-liners (Stevens, de 
Ckitret, Murray) clearly 
routed the Red Tory 
school (Crombic, Crosbie 


and the two MacDon¬ 
alds). 

Having squeaked into 
power only because of the 
distaste (or Trudeau, the 
Tories were about “to 
hazard everything on a 
colossal bluff": the as¬ 
sumption that the opposi¬ 
tion parties were terri¬ 
fied of an early election. 

The stupidity of the 
Jerusalem Embassy 
issue became to the pub¬ 
lic “a metaphor" for in¬ 
eptness. 

As it dragged on, “Ca¬ 
nadians had been mes¬ 
merized by the spectacle 
of a prime minister who 
seemed, despite an evi¬ 
dently faulty balance 
mechanism in his middle 
ear, determined to ven¬ 
ture again and again onto 
the high wire stretched 
above a cage of man-eat¬ 
ing tigers.”

ity.” True I think. 

To the public, Clark 
began to resemble “an 
out-of-control puppy on a 
highly waxed floor.” 

The goofs, when laid 
down, depict a govern¬ 
ment of high innocence 
searching for an acci¬ 
dent. 

When the cabinet was 
named, only two of its 
members had ever held 
even a provincial portfo¬ 
lio. Even worse, only five 
were given the same 
portfolios they’d been 
specializing in while in 
opposition. 

Dalton Camp, in an ele¬ 
gant foreword, notes that 
by rejecting any of the 
old Dief ministers such

Let’s not make 
this inevitable by approving 
an over-the-mountalns oil 
pipeline system in B.C. 
which makes tankers a cer¬ 
tainty. Let us hold out for a 
northern pipeline which can 
also be used to bring Cana¬ 
dian Arctic oil southward to 
Canadian markets. 

The Liberals appear to be 
on the right track on this one. 
Let’s hope that Joe Clark, if 
he is re-elected, will even¬ 
tually see it that way as 
well.

VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
doctor's conduct in the death 
of a patient at Vancouver 
Generai Hospital was upheld 
Monday by the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of 
B.C. 


The college council judged 
Dr. Kenneth Roy MacKen- 
zie's professional compe¬ 
tence to be of “high quality 
and beyond reproach." 

A coroner’s Jury probing 
the death of Robert Wilfred 


Lando', 34, recommended in 
November that the college 
review the emergency 
physician's performance in 
the case. 

Landry died of a stroke 
Sept. 17 in the psychiatric 


ward after doctors diag¬ 
nosed his condition as a per¬ 
sonality disorder. 

The five-member jury 
found that MacKenzie “as¬ 
sessed and treated Landry in 
a careless fashion" and that 


death 

he “failed to conduct an ade¬ 
quate examination.” 

However, the college 
council, acting on a report by 
an inquiry committee, ruled 
no action was needed. 


“The committee noted the 
extreme difficulty presented 
by this patient in that he was 
unco-operative both physi¬ 
cally and mentally.” 

Police picked up Landry 
Sept. 16 on a city street. 


apparently drunk. The ar¬ 
resting officer, himself on 
anti-stroke medication, re¬ 
cognized Landry’s symp¬ 
toms and sent him to hospi¬ 
tal, but a doctor sent him to 
the city drunk tank. 


A jail doctor concluded 
that Landry had a serious 
neurological disorder and he 
was taken briefly to St. 
Paul's Hospital, but was .sent 
back to VGH. where he came 
under MacKenzic’s care.

A 20 year-old man who pleaded guilty in Victoria 
provincial court Monday to two counts of theft under 
$200 was placed back in custody and remanded until 
March 5 for a pre-sentence report and sentencing by 
Judge Blake Allan. 

Donald Lawrence Schneider, no fixed address, was 
jointly charged with Randolph Evan Evans, also 20, of 2i;i2 
Quadra, in connection with a Jan, 21 incident. Both were 
released on their undertaking to appear. 

Crown counsel Richard Law said a witness at 103 
.lohn .Street saw two men breaking into the premises 
of Reliable Transfer, 2611 Bridge, and called Victoria 
police. 

Police arrived too late to apprehend the suspects— 
who took a tool box—but received another call about 15 
minutes later concerning two youths matching the de¬ 
scription breaking into an Aalter Catering truck parked at 
.5.55 Hillside and taking cigarettes and foodstuffs valued at 
about $100. 

The pair were caught by police, and Evans .showed 
police where the tool box was hidden. Schneider remained 
totally silent and unco operative. Law added. 

Schneider had an extensive criminal record which 
included 10 convictions for theft, five for possession of 
stolen properly, two for breaking and entering, and one each 
for common assault, failing to appear in court and breach of 
probation between April 23, 1976 and Nov. 1, 1978, all in On¬ 
tario. He had received two suspe-nded sentences and jail 
terms ranging from one day to six months.

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War Korean-style lurking

Thoro is u real danger of a 
Korean-type war between 
Russia and the U.S, over the 
ciil-rieh Persian Gulf, says 
Dr. Reginald Roy. professor 
Ilf military and strategic stu¬ 
dies at the University of Vie- 
toria. 

Canada would try to stay 
nut of the war. but would be 
involved indirectly, Roy said 
in an interview . 

There would be no nuclear 
holocaust, however, Roy be¬ 
lieves. 

Instead, the two leading 
powers wouid engage in a 
Korean-type "conventional 
war," with Canada supply¬ 
ing equipment but not man¬ 
power. 

"We would not be much 
use in the beginning because 
we don't seem to have a 
decent mobilization plan, 
and our armed forces lack 
modern equipment." 

When war broke out in 
1939, Canada’s army 
strength was t.lKK). By 1913, 
the army had (ilfl.OOO. and 
roughly the same number of 
people were serving with the 
navy and the air force. 

At that time Canada had a 
population of ll's million. 


yet the country had a total 
armed forces complement In 
excess of one million, Roy 
said. 

Strength of the armed 
forces in 1964 was 135,000. 
This has gradually been 
whittled to 79.000, and equip- 
roent now was best de- 
.scribed as antique. 

"This combination of a re¬ 
duction in numbers and 
aging equipment was due to 
years of neglect of the 
armed forces by the former 
Liberal government,” Roy 
said. 

"Neglect is puttjng it mild¬ 
ly. The Liberals demonstrat¬ 
ed a-callous disregard for the 
armed forces." 

The U.S., he said, had been 
able to demonstrate its mili¬ 
tary might in Vietnam, and 
Russia would like to dis¬ 
play its prowess in a conven¬ 
tional war. 

Roy stressed he was not 
saying war was inevitable, 
"but there has been more 
danger of war in the last six 
months than in the past six 
years, and tite danger is in¬ 
creasing daily.” 

The fact that Afghanistan 
bordered on Iran had not 
been lost on the Russians, he 
said. "There's a real danger 


of the Russians going across 
Iran’s borders.” 

Roy believes the "chip¬ 
ping away” process by" the 
Russians will eventually 
lead to a major confronta¬ 
tion between the two major 
powers. 

President Carter's recent 
state of the union speech 
pledged the U.S. would use 


military force to defend the 
Persian Guif against Rus¬ 
sian aggression, he noted. 

"And the spectre of a 
head-to-head, confrontation 
between Russia and the U.S. 
is a very reai threat." 

Oii and a modem port fa¬ 
cilities were riches the Rus¬ 
sians wouid hardly overlook, 
he said, adding that Russia's 


^al when it entered Afghan¬ 
istan was not to stop there 
but to consolidate a strategic 
position that wouid pose a 
threat to the free movement 
of Middie East oil. 

"The soft spot, the grey 
area in the world today is 
without a doubt the oil coun¬ 
tries of the Middle East," he 
said.

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Students^ $25,000 trip to Russia up in air 


A today trip tn Russia, 
and Sit.OOO in non-refund 
able fees, is up in the air for 
21 Slelly's high school stu¬ 
dents while the Saanich 
school board attempts to de¬ 
termine how the trip fits into 
Canadian foreign policy. 

The school board voted un¬ 
animously Monday night to 
ask Education Minister 
Brian Smith to determine 
from the external affairs de¬ 
partment whether the trip, 
planned since .September, 
would be permitted to go 
ahead. 


The students plan fly to 
Moscow via Montreal and 
Helsinki on March 28. and 
visit Moscow, Kiev and Len¬ 
ingrad before returning to 
Victoria on April 7. The trip 
is planned through a Winni¬ 
peg travel agent, Media 
Study Tours, and will involve 
not only the 21 Stelly’s stu¬ 
dents but also 200-250 other 
Canadian .students from sev¬ 
eral provinces, trip sponsor 
Chris Marker said Monday. 

Recent international 
events, particularly Cana¬ 


dian sanctions against the 
Soviet Union, add to the inde¬ 
cision surrounding the trip, 
school trustee Gerry Kris¬ 
tiansen told the school board 
Monday, in presenting the 
motion to confer with Smith 
on the matter. 

Kristianson is also the can¬ 
didate for the Liberal party 
in Esquimalt-Saanich in the 
Feb. 18 federal election. 

"We don't have a clear 
idea of the government’s po¬ 
sition," Kristian.son said. 

In a letter to the board. 


Marker said he had phoned 
Donald Munro, Conservative 
MP in the last Parliament, 
who contacted the external 
affairs department, which 
told him the trip was permis¬ 
sible because it does not con¬ 
stitute a cultural exchange. 
The department added that 
it saw no danger in the trip. 

But that information was 
conveyed by Munro to 
Marker before the govern¬ 
ment announced further 
sanctions against the Soviet 
Union, including the with 


drawal of support for Cana 
dian participation in the 1980 
Olympic Games in Moscow 
unless the Russians with 
draw their troops from Afgh¬ 
anistan by Feb. 20. 

Adding urgency to the situ¬ 
ation is the fact that full fees 
of $1,179 have already been 
paid for the trip, and after 
Jan. 15 were non-refundable. 
At a meeting held on Jan. H, 
five students pulled out of 
the trip, but their places 
were immediately taken by 
four other students and a 
fifth is likely. Marker said. 


"As far as we arc con¬ 
cerned the commitment to 
go has already been made." 

Kristianson said a ruling 
from the external affairs 
department on the trip w ould 
shed some light on the gov¬ 
ernment’s foreign policy. 

"If they say it’s okay to go 
ahead after announcing a 
boycott of the Olympics, it 
will say something about 
their consistency." 

Marker said an adverse 
ruling by external affairs 
might not necessarily scuttle 


the trip, although it might 
influence the school board, 
which had been due to give 
final approval for the trip on 
Monday.

Saanich council yields 
in Prospect Lake row 


Saanich council bowed 
to the wishes of an over¬ 
whelming number of 
Prospect Lake area resi¬ 
dents when it voted T-f 
Monday to reject rezon¬ 
ing of rural land to indust¬ 
rial. 

vote was a reversal 
of council’s stand on the 
controversial issue when 
it was debated at a public 
hearing. On that occasion 
Mayor Mel Couvelier's 
tie-breaking vote broke a 
-1-4 council deadlock and 
defeated a motion that 
the application be reject¬ 
ed. 


More than 1.30 area resi¬ 
dents jammed the council 
chamber to listen to about 20 
speakers outline concerns 
about the application by 
Saanich businessman Lome 
Wright to rezone 2.1 acres of 
a 50-acre tract of land at 1688 
Prospect Lake Road. 

They warned council that 
rezoning the property, 
across from the west side of 
the lake, would be a violation 
of Saanich’s official commu¬ 
nity plan and would set a 
dangerous precedent. 

Prospect Lake Commu¬ 
nity Association president 
Jack Whitehead presented a 
petition with 225 signatures, 
including names of 60 Pros¬ 
pect Lake Road property 
owners, opposed to rezoning. 

"We base our argument on 
the industrial aspects of the 
application. ” Whitehead 
said 

Residenl.s. he said, were 
"greatly troubled’’ that 
council would consider in¬ 
dustrial development in the 
Prospect Lake area or any 
rural area of the municipal- 
ity. 

Wright, who now works on 
cars in two buildings on the 
property, said he wanted the 
rezoning so he could pursue 
his hobby on a slightly larger 
scale. 

The properly had been ac¬ 
quired 2U years ago. and 
there had been no com¬ 
plaints from residents be¬ 
fore, he commented. 

"All I want is a service 
facility to do maintenance on 
equipment and cars," he 
added.

Glendale Lodge .Society) for 
not pressing ahead at full 
speed with plans to double to 
300 the number of inlerme- 
diate-care beds at the lodge. 

Bunn said Oak Bay council 
had compressed a normal 
rezoning approval period of 
10 weeks into I t days lo 
enable the lodge to move 
quickly to expand the num¬ 
ber of chronic-care beds, 
thus freeing urgently need¬ 
ed acute-care beds ai hospi¬ 
tals. 

"I was hoping that things 
would move quickly through 
and I would be able to report 
favorably lo Ihe Royal Jubi- 
lee board, but when I

20 mentally-handicapped adults soon to lose work 


CLOSURE BLAMED ON GRACE MCCARTHY 


Twenty mentally handicapped adults will be nut of 
work at Ihe end of March because the Capital Region 
Association for the Mentally Handicapped ran no longer 
afford lo subsidize them, the association announced Mon¬ 
day. 

Dr. George Stocker, chairman of the board of the asso¬ 
ciation, said the deficit for the Langwood Activity Centre, 
one of two such cenirus operated by the association, would 
close at the end of the fiscal year because the operation is 
facing a $33.0(8) deficit next ,vear. The 1979 deficit was 
$21,000, and increases in operating expenses next .vear will 
not be matched by an increa.se in revenue from the provincial 
government. Ihe main source of income for the workshop, 
Stocker said. / 

rile province currenll.v pays 73 cents an hour for 
time put in b.v the workers at the cenire, who do some 
wootlworking. envelope stuffing and other unskilled work, lo 
provide additional funds for the workshop. The money 
raised, however, is not sufficient lo pay expenses and the 
salaries of 2!s staff members, Stocker said. 

StiK'ker said the provincial government has failed to re 
spond to numerous requests from Ihe association for a 


meeting to discuss the payment for the workshop, and 
other financial problems fated by the association. 

Us 1979 budget for the residences it operates, for in¬ 
stance. was approved only last Friday—two months be¬ 
fore the end of the fiscal year for which the budget was 
drafted. Although as.socialion officials have not .seen the 
official approval, they believe it contains all that they asked 
for, fortunately. 

The ministry had to approve Ihe budget by then, 
.Stocker said, or "sink Ihe ship." because Ihe associa 
lion could not have cut expenses sufficiently, with only two 
months remaining in its fiscal .vear. lo handle any cuts in its 
budget. 

Stocker said government financial procedures have 
also changed. The as.socialion previously received advances 
from Ihe province, but now paynienLs come about I'-, 
months after the seiwice is proc ided, forcing the association 
lo borrow money while wailing for payment from the govern 
menl. 


The decision to close the Langwood Activity Centre 
was made with "profound regret and much soul-searching" 
on Ihe part of the association’s board, Stocker said. 

Four of the mentally-handicapped trainees at the 
centre live at Glendale, and will presumably remain 
there all Ihe lime instead of going to the activity cenire. The 
others live at home and in other institutions, and closure of 
the centre will not only mean the loss of an important activity 
for them, but "terribly great pressures on their families" 
said Ralph Vipond, executive director of the a.s.sociation. 

"The reaction we have had from parents is that .some of 
them are pretty upset. ” 

The trainees range in age from 22 to 55. 

The association will lay off 2'A staff members, although 
seniority may enable the pt-ople employed at Ihe Langwood 
Activity Centre to bump staff at the larger and more profit¬ 
able Sentinel workshop, Vipond said. 


Moving the 20 trainees from Langwodd to Sentinel is 
impossible because Sentinel lacks room lo accommodate 
them. In addition, the Langwood Activity Centre served 
the more seriously handicapped adults who could not 
be accommodated at Sentinel unless a special program, with 
attendant expenses, were developed there, Vipond said. 

Even if the government comes through with the re¬ 
quired funds, the as.socialion is "not willing to accept a 
bone," Stocker said. 

"We want something more than Ihe bare minimum. ” 

Vipond estimated that a break-even situation for the 
activity cenire would require an hourly rate of about 
$1.80, more than twice what Ihe centi-e now receives 
from the government. 

But rather than an hourly rate, the association would 
prefer to negotiate with Ihe government sufficient funds 
to maintain a basic, quality program, Vipond said. 

Stocker placed the blame for the closure on the shoul 
dors of the Human Resources Minister Grace McCarthy. 

"It appears that Mrs. McCarthy simply isn’t in¬ 
terested in menially handicapped adults."

VANCOUVER (CP) — British (Columbia Forest Prod¬ 
ucts Ltd. has reported the best year in the company's history 
with net earnings of $96.7 million or $6.3S a share, compared 
with $69 million or $4.53 a share in 1978. 

Company president Ken Benson said in a news re¬ 
lease Monday that the firm had a record year in the produc¬ 
tion of pulp, newsprint and coated paper while receiving 
higher prices for all products. 

Sales in 1979 increased by $95.9 million to $800 million. 

Benson said net sales included a gain on the United 
States exchange rate of $89.1 million compared with $62.3 


(lOld was bid at $630 an 
ounce in late trading at the 
Republic National Banit of 
New York, down $5 an ounce 
from Friday’s late price. On 
the Commodity Exchange in 
New York, the price of a gold 
contract for delivery this 
month gained $t to$638 at the 
close.

In 
I.ondon, the price dropped as 
low as $624 but rallied to 
close only $27 lower at 
$638.50. 

On the Hong Kong market, 
gold opened today at $643.41 
an ounce—down $20.00 from 
the close Monday — and slid 
to $641.70 in early trading. 

The dollar hit its best 
levels since mid-December 


in Europe on Monday. It also 
improved against all major 
currencies but the French 
franc in later New York 
trading. 

Some Zurich dealers 
thought the election of Abol- 
hassan Bani-Sadr as presi¬ 
dent improved the likelihood 
of defusing U.S.-Iran ten¬ 
sions. 

Saudi Arabia’s decision to 
raise oil prices helped the 
dollar in Japan, which is 99 
per cent dependent on im¬ 
ported oil. The dollar closed 
in Tokyo at 240.20 yen. up 
from 239.30 yen Friday. 
When trading resumed today 
the dollar opened at 240.30. 

In Britain, the dollar 
gained more than two cents 
on the pound, which closed at 
$2.2535, compared with Fri¬ 
day’s $2.2762. 

European dealers said the 
prospect'of a narrower U.S. 
federal deficit in the 1980 
draft budget has made the 
dollar more attractive. 


B.C. Telephone Co. 

VANCOUVER (CP) — British Columbia Telephone Co. 
achieved its objectives in 1979 with net earnings of $51.8 
million or $1.92 a share compared with $33.7 million 
or $1.55 a share the previous year. 

The company said in a news release Monday that 
operating revenues last year increased by 14 per cent to 
$^.9 million from $576.2 million in 1978. reflecting an 
Increase in long-distance calling and a record gain in 
telephones placed in service.

Death claims two sports stars 


Two natives of Victoria who gained acclaim in 
the sports world died within hours of each other on 
the weekend in the their adopted U.S. cities. 

William (Torchy) Peden, 71. former world 
professional bicycle racing champion, died of can¬ 
cer at NorthbnMik, 111., where he had resided for 
matiryears I.ynn Patrick, who would have been 88 
next Sunday, died late Saturday in St. l.ouls from a 
heart attack. 

Peden competed w ith Canada’s cycling team at 
the 192X Olympic Carnes in Amsterdam, swept 
national honors the following year and then turned 
pro. 

During a pro career which lasted until 191K, 
with time out for service during the war with the 
RCAF, Peden took part in 1 IK gruelling six-day bike 
races, winning 'M of them, a record which survived 
31 years. He was long acknowledged as king of the 
six-day racers and was a charter member of 
Canada's Sports Hall of Fame. 

F'uneral services will be held Wednesday at the 
Hanekamp Funeral Home in Northbrook. 

Patrick. St. Louis Blues' first coach and the 
man credited with making the National Hockey 
League expansion club an early winner, will also b*‘ 
buried Wednesday. 

Patrick, who retired as vice-president of the 
Blues in 11)77, left early from the Blues’ game 


Saturday night against Oilorado Rockies because 
he was feeling ill. He was stricken after he reached 
his car and died at a nearby hospital. 

"It was really a shock." a Blues spokeswoman 
said Monday. "It was kind of fitting that the last 
thing he did was see a hockey game. He was so 
instrumental in building hockey here." 

Patrick was a former NHL player and became the 
club’s first coach and general manager in 1987. He 
turned the coaching duties over to Scotty Bowman 
after 16 games of the Blues’ first season to devote 
full lime lo the general manager’s job. Two years 
later the team reached the finals of .Stanley Cup 
play. 

He was named a vice-president of the organi¬ 
zation in 1970 and left the club in 1977 when the Blues 
dropped a number of personnel in a belt-tightening 
move. He was later called upon twice to serve brief 
tours as interim coach. 

Patrick’s father, Lester, was a coach and gen¬ 
eral manager of New York Rangers. Lynn Patrick 
played for the Rangers and served as coach and 
general manager of Boston Bruins in the early 
1950s. 

Two of L.vnn Patrick’s sons, Glenn and Craig, 
played in the NHL and another son, Dean, works as a 
Blues publicist.

Angry Aaron snubs Kuhn 


NEW YORK (AP) — An angry Hank 
Aaron snubbed Bowie Kuhn, refusing to ac¬ 
cept an award from the commissioner 
Monday in recognition of his 715th home 
run and charging that baseball’s treatment 
of retired black players continues to leave 
much to be desired. 

Aaron, the all-time major league home 
run king with 755, was scheduled to be hon¬ 
ored by Baseball Magazine for the greatest 
moment of the decade of the ’70s with 
Kuhn .scheduled to make the presentation. 

At the same time, Pete Rose of Philadel¬ 
phia Phillies was honored as player of the 
decade and Don Baylor of California 
Angels and Keith Hernandez of St. Louis 
Cardinals were recognized as the out¬ 
standing performers of 1979. 

Rose, Baylor and Hernandez appeared at 
the function but Aaron stayed away, send¬ 
ing a telegram which was read by his 
agent. Bob Flamm. It said in part: 

"B^ause of the inadequacies in the bal¬ 
lot selection, retirement for black players 
from baseball, and with the commissioner 


of baseball I feel I cannot support this 
activity. 

“I understand that Mr. Kuhn requested 
that he present me the award for the 
outstanding moment of the 1970.s. in honor 
and recognition of the new all-time home 
run record set on the eighth of April, 1974. 
However, looking back on (hat time I 
remember the commissioner did not see 
the need to attend.” 

Aaron said he continues to be bothered 
by the shortage of retired black players in 
front office and managerial or coaching 
jobs in baseball. 

“Baseball should live up to its responsi¬ 
bilities,’’ he said. “It’s supposed lo be the 
nationai pastime." 

“I have no animosity toward him, ” the 
retired slugger said. “But I just think it 
would have compounded the situation to 
stand up and accept an award from him for 
the greatest moment in baseball and he 
wasn’t even there. It was a slap at me 
when he didn’t show up.”

How to see student file 


Schools everywhere keep records 
of pupil performance, aptitude and 
behavior. In Greater Victoria, parents 
and older students have access to 
these flies. 

As well, our schools guard the con¬ 
fidentiality of the documents. 

There are two — sometimes three 
— types of record maintained on 
every child. Most familiar is the report 
card. 

A second is the Permanent Record 
card, known as the PR card to teach¬ 
ers. This is a cumulative record of the 
Child s progress through the grades; it 
travels from school to school with the 
student. 

PR cards record yearly achieve¬ 
ment in each subject. 


School Board policy 5125.1. says: 

“The Board directs that care must 
be exercised in the maintenance and 
transfer of pupil records. 

“It is essential that schools should 
be able to provide sound reasons for 
the collection of any data, and 
should have sound procedures to 
ensure the confidentiality of these 
records." 

References to aptitude scores and 
any behavior problems are obliterated 
two years after the student leaves 
school, or at age 21. whichever is 
sooner. 

If a student or parent wants a copy 
of the information for a prospective 
employer or post-secondary school. 


all that's required Is a written request 
to the former school. 

If the student is still a minor, a 
parent must write the request 

Sometimes a third type of record is 
kept for children who have learning 
difficulties or behavior problems. 

Pupils in junior and senior high 
school and their parents may see the 
information "in the presence of a 
counsellor teacher who is qualified to 
interpret' the contents of the file. 

After a studejt leaves school this 
file may be destroyed on request of the 
student or parents. They may witness 
the destruction. 

In any case, such files are des¬ 
troyed two years after the student 
leaves school. 


Decentralization of the cchool sys¬ 
tem in recent years encourages par¬ 
ents to worn directly with their princi¬ 
pals in deciding local school rules. 


District 61 
boundaries 
open, but: 

After a period of experimentation 
with an open boundary policy the 
Greater Victoria School District has 
compromised. 

In years gone by. pupils were ob¬ 
liged to attend the nearest school. In 
the Seventies the Greater Victoria 
School Board made it a free choice. 

For a number of reasons, some 
schools began to empty out while 
others became crowded. The Board 
was faced with pressure to build addi¬ 
tions in parts of the District while 
classrooms stood vacant elsewhere. 

Today the policy amounts to this: 

All children within a school's 
boundary are guaranteed places in 
the school. If there is spare room, 
outsiders are welcome. 

Deciding how many pupils a school 
can comfortably accommodate is the 
job of the School District administra¬ 
tion. ratified by the School Board. 

Each school is assigned a rated 
capacity and staffed accordingly. 

Beyond that, it's up to the principal 
to decide how many incoming trans¬ 
fers to accommodate. 

Parents wanting to transfer children 
should give notice before May 30. 
Obtain a transfer application form at 
the child's present school 

Attendance boundary maps are on 
file in every school, and at the School 
District offices. 

Although School Board policy is to 
allow as much freedom of choice as 
possible. It has the legal nght under 
the Public Schools Act to assign a 
pupil to any school in the District.

Meetings schedule 

The Greater Victoria School Board holds Its regular meetings at 8:00 
p.m. on the second and fourth Mondays ot the month, except In August 
and December. There are no regular meetings in August, and in December the 
Board meets on the third Monday only. 

Questions to the Board 

If you wish to question the Board, the opportunity arises at the beginning of 
each meeting then visitors are invited to speak. No pre-arrangement is neces¬ 
sary. Questions are limited to five minutes each. 

Delegations 

A more formal approach is by delegation. This is a preferable method 
when you have a brief to submit; there is no time restriction. However, ap¬ 
pearing by delegation requires notification to the Secretary-Treasurer by 
noon ot the Wednesday preceding the meeting. The Board receives delegations 
at the first regular meeting ot the month only.

Just as there are school laws for the 
entire province, and local policy for the 
School District, individual schools 
have the right to make their own 
rules.

Board's Policy 5131 says: 

. . It shall be the policy of the 
Board to authonze the principal of 
each school to develop appropriate 
rules for the school to which he is 
assigned 

It is expected that these rules will 
reflect the expectations of the commu¬ 
nity served by the school. 

■ It is further understood that any 
student or parent is free to appeal any 
rule or its application first to the prin¬ 
cipal, and then to the Superintendent 
or his delegate, and if necessary to the 
Board of School Trustees. 

It's required that before going to 
higher authority with a problem, the 
parent first seek to resolve it with the 
principal. 

If there were a basic rule of home- 
school communication, perhaps it 
should be: don't wait for problems to 
develop. Establish a relationship 
with your child's school by attending 
parent meetings and getting to know 
the staff. 

Another School Board poltcy (No, 
6155) declares: 

Whenever possible, parents 
should be free to send their children to 
one of several schools, each of which 
is unique in one or more particular 
ways. 

To make this possible, principals 
and teachers are encouraged to work 
with the various parent groups in de¬ 
veloping variety in the schools of the 
District. 

Variety is especially encouraged 
in matters of philosophy, organization, 
curriculum and djscipline. " 


Curriculum 
is sex-blind 


Boys and girts have equal opportu¬ 
nity to enter industrial education and 
home economics courses In Greater 
Victoria School District. 

This has been the policy of the 
Ministry of Education for some years 
now, and has been supported by the 
School District. Superintendent Allan 
Stables has emphasized the point with 
This statement to all OistricI princi¬ 
pals: 

"At every level there can be no 
conrae or program entry based on 
ipecial qualifications of sax, reii- 
glott, race, etc.... 

"Entry to Home Economics and 
Industrfai Education must be open to 
all. Where prerequisites are re¬ 
quired, these shaii be only the pre¬ 
requisites determined by the Ministry 
and listed in curricuium guides."

Active support of home and school 
groups is the policy of the Greater 
Victoria School Board. 

How parents organize is up to them 
and their principals; parent commit¬ 
tees are encouraged but not manda¬ 
tory. 

Here is the complete text of the 
Board s Policy 1219 on parent com¬ 
mittees: 

■'The Greater Victoria School Board 
urges and expects principals to foster 
and encourage parent committees in 
schools. 

The Board recognizes the worth of 
many forms of parent participation in 
school life, such as informational 
meetings and auxiliary support. Addi¬ 
tionally. the Board believes that cor>- 
sultation with parents is a desirable 
and necessary part of a complete 
school program. 

The Board accepts the following 
responsibilities in support of parent 
committees; 

(a) Provision of School Board person¬ 
nel to assist parents and staff to 
understand educational develop¬ 
ments within the Greater Victoria 
system and any other assistance 
that may support and promote par¬ 
ent committees. 

(b) Provision of nominal financial as¬ 
sistance to committees to help 
defray expenses, such as: 

—incidental mailing costs 
—stationery 

—publication of newsletters. 

(c) Assistance to committees through 
training and related resources to 
•enable themie work mere affec¬ 
tively. 

(d) Provision of in-service for princi¬ 
pals and vice-principals to aid 
them in promoting effective parent 
committees. 

The School Board s Community Re¬ 
lations Office IS responsible for sup¬ 
porting and encouraging home and 
school groups. For more information, 
phone 592-1211. Local 214. 

Ad hoc group 
designed for 
special task 

Most parent-school associations 
are geared to deal with one school's 
business only. The Greater Victoria 
School Board has also provided a 
means of dealing with problems which 
may affect the entire District: the com- 
rntmity advisory committee. 

The special-purpose, short-term 
committee is a charinel of public input 
into School Board affairs. 

Here is the entire text of the School 
Board's Policy 1220: 

' The Board may authorize forma¬ 
tion of ad hoc community advisory 
committees focusing on specific 
issues concerning education within 
the School District. 

The purpose of the advisory com¬ 
mittees shall be to inform the Board of 
the educational wishes of the whole 
community. 

An advisory committee may be 
initiated by the Board, or by the Board 
at the request of the community 
through a significant expression of 
interest in any educational topic. 

The composition of an advisory 
committee shall be determined by a 
constitution ratified by the Board. An 
advisory committee shall include rep¬ 
resentation by one member of the 
Board. It should also include represen¬ 
tation from the public, students and 
professional educators. 

Professional educators shall not 
comprise a majority of any advisory 
committee. 

"The Board shall provide suppor¬ 
tive services for advisory commit¬ 
tees. 

"An advisory committee shall be 
responsible to the Board, and shall 
make an evaluative report to the 
Board. " 

Everyone has 
‘Right to Know’ 

The Tight to know' was local law in 
the Greater Victoria School District 10 
years before the federal government 
moved in the same direction. 

This is the School Board's policy on 
public informetion; 

"The Greater Victoria School 
Board declares the right of citizens 
to fuii, objective, and timeiy informa¬ 
tion, and the obiigation of the School 
Board to provide such Information 
about Its programs and poiicles. 

"To the greatest reasonable de¬ 
gree, affairs of the Greater Victoria 
School District are considered public 
unless specifically declared confi¬ 
dential. 

"Those matters ordinarily to be 
dealt with confidentially Include per¬ 
sonal reports on staff and students, 
property and contract negotiations, 
law enforcement, ai>d situations re¬ 
quiring protection of the legitimate 
Interests of the community." 

The intent of the policy is to create 
the greatest possible openness con¬ 
sistent with the effectiveness of 
Greater Victoria School District em¬ 
ployees. 

The public has the right of access ay 
any reasonable lime to any document 
which has been presented before an 
open meeting of the Greater Victoria 
School Board, or before an open 
meeting of a standing committee. The 
same right of access applies to any 
School District document printed by 
statutory requirement. 

All policies and regulations of the 
Greater Victoria School District are 
considered public documents. Copies 
are freely available through the Com¬ 
munity Relations Office (592-1211. 
Local 214).

any other stale and has 
sprouted several “extra tall 
women's clubs."

A real-estate saleswoman 
who is 5 feel II inches agrees 
that shopping for clothes is 
an agonizing process that 
requires far too much lime. 
She says, “I search the racks 
in good stores like Saks and 
Bergdorf's and occasionally 
find .something I can wear if 


I let out hems to the hill. In 
desperation I go to the tail- 
girl shops, but I can afford 
better. 

"I think a real fashion va¬ 
cuum exists for taller, larger 
women who want really top- 
quality clothes but can rare¬ 
ly find them." 

A magazine w riter. .5 feet 9 
inches, the same height as 
her husband.says she wears 
low heels when Ihey are nut 
together, despite her visions 
of Woody Allen, el al. But she 
wears high heels when she is 
alone. 

She says she haled having 
to play boys' parts in plays at 
children's camp and alwa.vs 
being asked to stand on the 
back row of group photo 
graphs. But now Liz enjoys 
her tall stature and being 
able to reach things on the 
top shelf of her elagere. 

For women who are look 
ing for tall fashions at mod¬ 
erate prices, the picture is 
vastly improving and look 
ing better every season. 

Lane Bryant, with its I9:i 
stores around the eountr.v. 
now emphasizes its "tall and 
terrific" departments for 
the woman who is S (eel 9 
inches or over and gives 
far more alienlinn to current 
styles and properly propor 
tinned hemlines, sleeves and 
waist length. This chain also 
features tall fashions by 
such well-known designers 
as Gloria Vanderbilt. Diane 
Von Furslenberg. Levi 
Strauss (jeans). Iznd. .Sasson 
and Brittania. Suits for tall 
women here sell for $110 to 
$180, dresses from $.>0 to 
$70 and pants in the $26'tu-$ 10 
range.

CHICAGO (AP) — .Some historians 
say revolution is simply evolution.

As the members of the Helene 
Curtis Hairstylists Advisory Board re¬ 
viewed the last de^de of hairstyle 
trends, they noted that two basic lines 
were evident.

Kids now have big say in how they dress 


little boys of the late 19th-century were commonly put 
into skirts. Why little boys wore dresses never has been 
satisfactorily explained. 

"Source books say it was to protect them from the evil 
eye. but that docs not seem like much of a rea.son," said 
Laura Smderbrand, assistant director of the Fashion 
Institute of Technology's Design Laboratories and producer 
of a new exhibition called the The Age of Innocence. 

The show, which currently is on display at the Galleries 
of FIT here, is a serious survey of changes in chil¬ 
dren's dress. Through displays of some 110 costumes, 
the exhibitfNi provides a look backward to early in the 
18th century and forward through spring 1980. 

A skating party, a dancing class, a one-room school, an 
1840s toy shop and eight other scenes chosen to illus¬ 
trate the months of year have been re-created by gal¬ 
leries' director Marty Bronson and his staff. To contrast 
with the golden-curled Little Lord Fauntleroys and girls 
dressed like the drawings in Kate Greenaway books, 
there Is a large modern playground populated with ac¬ 
tive youngsters wearing such clothes of today’s society as 
H.H. Cutler football jerseys, Calvin Klein jeans and colorful 
jogging outfits. 

Artifacts that date from 176n to 1860 underline her 
point. There is the miniature corset big enough for a 
two-year-old and a white cotton corset cover, wire hoops and 
eyelet-embroidered petticoats that would fit a girl of four or 
five. 

Corset-wearing for children started in the 17th cen¬ 
tury, said Mrs. Sinderbrand. “Today’s young parents arc 
more indulgent.” 

Sailing, the theme chosen for the June tableaux, was 
an early sports fashion influence, traceable to Queen 
Victona, which lasted well into the 20th century. 

Frills and ruffles lasted, too, as the five identical 
dresses that belonged to the Dionne quintuplets and a 
dress Shirley Temple wore in the film Utile Miss Marker 
demonstrate. 

Trends in contemporary children’s clothes still are 
related to the adult market. But now, Mrs. Sinderbrand 
said, “adaptation is not patronizing. Young people's clothes 
reflect interests in sports and health more than high 
fashion. 

“Children’s designers see very well what children want 
to wear and how they want to look. 'They are keenly aware 
of what children watch on TV and who their heroes are. 
So the racks are filled with sportswear that ranges from 
wild roller disco getups to jogging suits shimmering 
with reflective tape.”

William H. Frey, a biochem¬ 
ist in the Department of Psy-' 
chiatry at St. I’aul-Ram.sey 
Medical Centre in Minneso¬ 
ta, could explain why tears 
wept in anguish have a dif¬ 
ferent chemical composition 
from those shed in resptmse 
to irritations such as cold, 
w ind or dust. The theory also 
suggests that the anti-crying 
swialization of men may be 
dangerous to their health. 

That emotional tears are 
not the same as tears cried 
over onions was first ob¬ 
served in 1957 by the Ameri¬ 
can chemist Robert Brunish. 
who found a lower concen¬ 
tration of protein in tears 
produced by irritation. 

Today, with more sensi 


live analytical tools and a 
deeper knowledge of the role 
of chemicals in emotion. 
Frey and his colleagues hope 
to detect the shades of differ¬ 
ence se parating tear s of lay, 
laughter, anxiety, depres¬ 
sion. grief and anger. 

•'We know that stress 
alters the body’s chemical 
balance," Frey said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

Working with volunteers, 
I'rey induces weeping by 
showing sad movies like 
Brian's Song, a tear-jerker 
.so potent that half the sub¬ 
jects wept despite experi¬ 
mental conditions that in¬ 
cluded having to cry into a 
test lube. 

Frey suggested that 
stress-related disea.ses such 
as peptic ulcers, which are 
more common in men, may 
be aggravated by the sup¬ 
pression of tears. Now that 
more women are entering 
the work world. Frey said, 
they may show an increased 
rate of these di.seases. Alter¬ 
natively. if they maintain 
their readiness to cry, they 
could avoid risk.

A word about the retina in 
general. 

It is one of the most .sensi¬ 
tive structures of the body. It 
is a layer of light-sensitive 
cells across the rear of the 
eyeball. The specialized 
cells allow us to di.stingui.sh 
light and color. Any distur¬ 
bance of the retina creates 
all sorts of visual phenom¬ 
ena—your streaks and 
spots. 

A torn (or detached) ret¬ 
ina is a peeling away of this 
vision-sensitive structure 
from the layer of cells 
directly under it. much as 
w allpaper detaches from the 
wall. Uflen a small hole has 
formed in the retina, either 
from aging or because of an 
elongation of the eyeball, as

in extreme nearsightedness. 
The fluid in the eye seeps 
into the hole and pulls the 
retina away. In other cases, 
a severe eye injury tan 
cause the retina to become 
detached. 

To answer your questions 
one at a lime. 

There is no reasdn to fear 
for a tear in your left eje 
simply because you have one 
in your right eye. 

The streaks of light and 
black spots should disappear 
when the retina has been 
"lacked" back down by the 
laser beam. The laser acts 
like a welding gun in this 
procedure. 

Leaning forward makes 
your symptoms worse be¬ 
cause the retina floats far¬ 
ther away from its attach¬ 
ment, When you lie flat. Ihe 
symptoms should lessen as 
the retina falls back into po- 
.sition. 

You should report any 
change in your syniploms to 
your doctor promptly. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: When I 
was tti and was applying for 
an after-school soda foun¬ 
tain job it was discovered 
that I had a positive blood 
(Wassermann) lest. As God 
is my w itness. I had no rela¬ 
tions.

Please shed this mental 
burden and accept the fol¬ 
lowing answer. 

The Wassermann test for 
syphilis can be positive for 
reasons other than syphilis. 
It can be positive for certain 
illnesses like lupus. It can be 
positive in completely 
healthy individuals for no 
known reason. A positive 
Wassermann lest dws not 
prove that a person has nr 
has had syphilis. Newer, 
more specific, tests for Ihe 
diagnosis of syphilis are 
available. Even these can be 
falsely positive. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I would 
like to know (I) if having 
sexual intercourse helps hoi 
flashes due to the change of 
life, and (2) does Premarin 
have male hormones in il? 
My friends told me these 
things and I would like to 
know if they are true. —

Few Canadian 
athletes back 
games boycott

While politicians talk about the possibility of boy¬ 
cotting the Moscow Olympics, most Canadian athletes 
seem to be going ahead with their own preparations while 
hoping that the worst doesn't happen. 

Diane Konihowski of Edmonton, gold medallist in the 
pentathlon at the 1978 Commonwealth Games and the 
1979 Pan-American Games, is in New Zealand continuing 
her training for what she hopes will be a gold medal at 
Moscow before she retires. 

She said in an interview that she hadn’t concerned 
herself with the political controversy, "and I'm not going 
to be concerned. I don’t believe 80 per cent of what I 
read.” 

Swimmer Susan Sloan of Toronto, who won a bronze 
medal at the 1976 Olympics, took much the same attitude. 
"I don’t think about it,” she said. 

She said she thought the possibility of a boycott was 
remote, an opinion supported by Bruce Kidd, formerly 
Canada’s top middle-distance runner and now a physical 
education professor at the University of Toronto. 

KIDD SAID HE hoped that by the announced Feb. 20 
deadline, “Joe Clark will no longer be prime minister, so 
his words won’t have the force of government behind 
them.” 

Prime Minister Clark has announced that if Soviet 
Union troops were not withdrawn from Afghanistan by 
Feb. 20, he would call for a Canadian boycott of the Mos¬ 
cow Olympics. 

Some athletes, such as sprinter Angella Taylor of 
Toronto, say they might try to get to Moscow despite a 
boycott. 

"Well, if the government says I can’t go, but the COA 
(Canadian Olympic Association) says I can. I’m going," 
said Taylor. "Short of Clark taking my passport away— 
and he says he won’t go that far—that’s what I want to 
do.” 

At least some athletes, despite continuing their train¬ 
ing. are worried about the uncertainty created by Clark’s 
declaration. 

SWIMMER GRAHAM SMITH of Edmonton, a student at 
the University of Tennessee and one of Canada’s top 
medaFhopcs'm poo,,' ^ssys-the uireat of a boycott Has ■ 
seriously affected the motivation of many athletes, and he 
was upset that the politicians would probably profit from the 
situation. 

High-jumper Claude Ferragne of Montreal condemned 
the politicians’ talk of boycotts because it "rouses uncer¬ 
tainty among the athletes.” 

Very few athletes who have spoken out on the issue 
support a boycott. One notable exception was cyclist 
GonI Singleton of St. Catharines. Ont., who said soon 
after the controversy started that boycotting the games 
and even the possible resulting breakup of the Olympic 
movement "might not be quite as bad as people im¬ 
mediately think."

Wiretap: Who knew?

Did deputy attorney-gen¬ 
eral Richard Vogel knou 
that Consumer and Corpo¬ 
rate Affairs Minister James 
Nielsen’s telephone was 
tapped by the RCMP? 

Sunday, the Vancouver 
Province reported that 
Vogel had said in an inter¬ 
view that he knew in 1977 
that the minister's telephone 
was bugged. 

MONDAY, Vogel denied 
having made that statement, 
said the story was "com¬ 
pletely wrong" and refused 
further comment. 

And the attorney-general 
at the time of the bugging. 
Garde Gardom, was also re¬ 
fusing all comment on the 
matter. 

Both claimed that in view 
of a court case, in which the 
tapping of Nielsen's tele¬ 
phone was made public, still 
being in progress, it would be 
w rong to comment. 

THE COURT was told last 
week that police officers in¬ 
vestigating an alleged brib¬ 
ery conspiracy had installed 
a wire-tap on Nielsen's tele¬ 
phone. 

Nielsen told the court that 
he first learTH'd about the 
telephone tap in 1979 and. 
outside the court, said the 
news had shocked him and 
left him "slightly para¬ 
noid.” 

The Province story said 
both Vogel and Gardom had 
been aware of the wire-tap 
since 1977, shortly after 
Vogel took offiog as. Gar- 
dom's deputy. 

BUT MONDAY, Vogel was 
staunchll’ sticking to “1 can 
make no statement on a 
case that is before the 
courts." 

Charged with conspiring to 
offer a bribe to Nielsen are 
Ed .Murphy, former op*>n- 
line radio show host, and 
Vancouver businessman 
Douglas Holme. The crown 
claims the two me'n con¬ 
spired to offer .Nielsen 
money to procure a breach 
of Irusl of his office. 

Nielsen, testifying on be¬ 
half of the crown, told the 
court that he had never been 
offered a bribe by either 
man. 

THE WIRE tapping of a 
cabinet minister’s office has 
created more mysteries than 
it has so far.solved. 

At the legislative build¬ 
ings. authorities on parlia¬ 
mentary privilege are 
searching the books for a 
precedent, and the prosecu¬ 
tor in the trial has announced 
that whatever w as picked up 
via the Nielsen wire-tap 
would not be used in evi¬ 
dence. 

The laws granting elected 
members of a federal or 
provincial parliament full 
privilege protection during a 
session of their parliament 
were written long before the 
telephone was invented or 
bugging thought of.

extend to the tapping of tele¬ 
phones of MLAs, Including 
cabinet ministers, when the 
tap can be placed on the 
telephone well beyond the 
precincts of the Legislature 
and the official jurisdiction 
of the speaker? 

Gordon Dowding, a former 
speaker of the B.C. Legisla¬ 
ture, says he feels the pro¬ 
tection does extend that far. 

Other experts feel that if 
wire-tapping is legal when 
police are investigating a 
possible criminal offence, 
the law applies to all people, 
elected or not. 

BUT THOSE experts also 
note that a cabinet minister 
is bound by .several oaths on 
taking office, and that one is 
never to break cabinet se¬ 
crecy. 

Should the police investi¬ 
gating a crime in which a 
cabinet minister is not a sus¬ 
pect. but in which he may 
become involved by a tele¬ 
phoned communication to 
his office, be allowed to lis¬ 
ten in and tape conversa¬ 
tions the minister has sworn 
to keep secret? 

Although details of the 
Nielsen telephone-tap are 
know n only to the police, that 
appimrs to have been the 


scenario. Nielsen has not 
been accused of being in¬ 
volved in the alleged con¬ 
spiracy. But his telephone 
was tapped anyway, pre¬ 
sumably on the grounds that 
one day one of the accused 
persons might telephone him 
with the offer of a bribe. 

NIELSEN says neither of 
the accused men did that. 
But he has no idea what the 
RCMP have on tape, where 
the tapes arc stored, or who 
has heard them. 

There appears little doubt 
at this .stage that the matter 
of the Nielsen bug will be 
rai.sed in the Legislature 
after it opens Feb. 29. 

Nor does there appear any 
doubt that a solution to the 
problem will be difficult to 
find. 

THE FEDERAL Protec 
tion of Privacy Act which 
covers buggii^. tapping and 
the interception of private 
conversations does'not ex¬ 
empt politicians. As with 
other citizens, the RCMP re¬ 
quire a warrant from a judge 
before the "intercept" can 
be made. 

The question the B.C. 
Legislature now has to wres¬ 


tle with is: "Is the potential 
for damage to the political 
process through the acquir¬ 
ing of confidential cabinet 
decisions greater than the 
potential for corruption be¬ 
cause the telephone wasn’t 
bugged in the first place?” 

And springing from that 
question is a second: "How 
safe is sensitive political ma¬ 
terial with a group of men 
trained and dedicated to 
tracking down criminals, but 
with little knowledge or un¬ 
derstanding of the potential 
volatility of the knowledge 
they have obtained secret¬ 
ly?” 

FRO.M THAT point the 
questions are endless. 

Is Premier Bennett's tele¬ 
phone bugged? Are the tele¬ 
phones of other cabinet min¬ 
isters bugged? 

After all, in positions of 
power, all members of the 
cabinet are vulnerable to 
calls from would-be or ex¬ 
perienced criminals. 

And high on the li.st must 
be the question: “Did the 
attorney-general of the day. 
Garde Gardom, and his 
deputy, Richard Vogel, know 
that Nielsen’s telephone was 
tapped two years before the 
minister did?” 


Ex-Socred MLA's 
wildlife position 
an insult—Barber 

CanMM Pms 

The hiring of former Social Credit MLA George 
Kerster to seek provincial government funds for the 
B.C. Wildlife Federation is an insult and a joke, accord¬ 
ing to an opposition spokesman. 

“It’s a joke, it’s a bit of an insult—and it suggests that 
as usual under any circumstances the Social Credit at¬ 
titude will out,” Charles Barber (NDP—Victoria) said 
Monday. , 

Federation directors voted last week to hire Kerster for 
10 per cent of whatever grants he was able to get for 
the federation from the provincial government’s Sport 
and Physical Fitness Fund. In 1979, the federation re¬ 
ceived about $50,000 in grants. 

Barber said he did not know what business Kerster 
had "purporting to use his political connections to raise 
funds in this way for himself, at 10 per cent.” 

"It’s an insult. It’s something surely the government 
should be concerned about, although ... I suppose the 
government has swallowed a lot worse in the last little 
while. 

Kerster was the Social Credit member for Coquit¬ 
lam from 1975 and 1979 and has a lifetime membership 
in the party. He was defeated in the May 10 provincial 
election in Coquitlam-Maillardville. 

Stadium word near? 


Tug strike 
six days off 


Premier Bennett plans a 
"major announcement” in 
Vancouver’s Four Sca.sons 
Hotel this morning. 
Invitations emphasizing 


business and sports report¬ 
ers have led to guesses that 
the announcement will be 
a decision on the Lower 
Mainland sports stadium. 


A tugboat strike, de¬ 
scribed Monday night as a 
certainty, wouldn’t likely 
occur for at least six days. 

Tom McGrath, president 
of Local 400 of the Canadian 
Brotherhood of Railway. 
Transport and General Wor¬ 
kers, said his union wouldn’t 
take any action before meet¬ 
ing with B.C. Federation of 
Labor officers Friday. And 
since federation policy calls 
for 72-hour notice to any 
other unions that would be 
affected, the CBRT wouldn’t 
be expected to make its 
move before Monday. 

McGrath said in an inter¬ 
view all means of avoiding a 
strike had been exhausted 
and that the only question 
left was that of liming. 

The union has said such a 
strike could have a crip¬ 
pling effect on Vancouver 
Island, since it would involve 
morj; than 70 per cent of the 
tugboat industry in B.C.—an 
industry that reporlediv sup¬ 
plies the Island with 75 per 
cent of its healing and motor 
fuel. .McGrath says it also 
transports vital chemicals 
and wood chips to Crofton, 
Nanaimo, Campbell River 


and Port Alice for u.se in pulp 
mills. 

Involved in the dispute are 
580 CBRT deckhands, oilers, 
cooks and deckhand-cooks. 

The union rejected the re¬ 
port of mediation commis¬ 
sioner Noel Hall, and since 
strike notice is not required 
yinder federal labor law. was 
in a legal position to strike 
last Friday. It met for an 
hour with Hall and the Coun¬ 
cil of Marine Carriers in a 
final futile bid to find a 
solution. 

McGrath said 16 of the 
companies represented by 
the employers in the council 
would be hit by the strike. 

Unlike the Seafarers’ In- 
ternational Union, which 
.also represents deckhands. 
Ithe CBRT refused to settle 
for an increase of 90 cents an 
hour. It has demanded a 
$1.23 an hour increase in the 
first .vear and $1.10 in the 
second of a two-year pact, to 
keep pace with the increase 
given the higher-paid Cana¬ 
dian Merchant Service 
Guild. 

He said the 90 cents would 
have added $115.80 a month 
to CBRT wages that now 
average just over $l..500.

Spy jumped jail 
using dummy, 
faked document 


LOS ANGEU.es (UPI) — Convicted .spy ChrLstoper John 
Boyce escaped from federal prison last week using a 
papier-mache dummy, a forged document and the assis¬ 
tance of other inmates. 

He was serving a lO-year-sentcnce in the Lompoc 
Federal Correctional Institution before escaping Jan. 21. 

Details of the episode were given in the New York Times 
by reporter Robert Lindsey, author of a recent book on the 
espionage case of Boyce, 26, and co-conspirator Andrew 

Daulton Lee, 28, serving life in the same prison. 

The paper said Boyce, with the help of other inmates. 


obtained a forged work order that allowed him to get near the 
two 10-foot fences surrounding the prison. 

While he hid in a drainage tunnel near the fences 
until dark, the new.spaper said, other prisoners put a papier- 
mache dummy in his bunk for the 4 p.m. check by guards. 

Boyce later climbed the fences with a pri.soncr-made 
wooden ladder, cut the razor wire with tinsnips provided by 
an accomplice, and escaped into the ranching and farming 
country surrounding the prison, about 170 miles north of Los 
Angeles. 

His cohorts then destroyed the dummy and splashed 
paint and paint thinner throughout his ceil to hide their 


fingerprints, the new.spap<T reported. Guards first noticed 
Boyce was missing at the 10 p.m. headcount. 

U.S. marshal's spokesman Jim Propotnick said it was 
“pure speculation" that Boyce was now travelling to Ari¬ 
zona, where he planned to dig up previously hidden qassif ied 
documents and sell them to the Russians to finance his flight, 
possibly via Nicaragua, or Ireland. 

Boyce, the son of a former E'BI agent, worked as a clerk 
at the TRW Co., in Redondo Beach, Calif., in 1976 and hao 
access to top-secret CIA documents and messages. He told 
the FBI in 1977 that the pair sold “thousands” of CIA 
documents to Russian agents in Mexico City.

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VIRUS LINKED TO HARDENING OF ARTERIES 


ST. PKTKR.SBI RG BEACH. 
Kla. (LT’I) — Preliminary animal 
studies suggest a common virus 
may be- implicated in the develop¬ 
ment of artery disease, the under¬ 
lying cause of the leading killer of 
Americans, a .scientist said Mon¬ 
day. 

The pioneering research by 
medical investigators from Cor¬ 
nell University provides a new 
lead in the effort to understand 
and ultimately develop ways to 
prevent atherosclerosis. 

In atherosclerosis, the lining of 
the arteries becomes thickened 
and eventually clogged by deposits 
of fat and other material. This 
condition, sometimes called hard¬ 
ening of the arteries, sets the stage 


for heart attacks and strokes— 
ailments that kill 820,000 Ameri¬ 
cans annually. 

A high level of cholesterol and 
other fats in the blood Is consider¬ 
ed a major factor in athero.sclero- 
sis. along with high blood pressure 
and heavy smoking. But Dr. C. 
Richard Miniek, professor of pa¬ 
thology at the Cornell University 
Medical Centre in New York, said 
these risk factors accounted for 
less than half of the atherosclero¬ 
sis in the U.S.. 

Miniek .said the Cornell experi¬ 
ment suggested a herpes virus also 
might have a role in artery dis¬ 
ease. Most humans are infected by 
one or more of these viruses, 
which cause cold sores, among 
other things. 


“It seems to us that there is a 
very real possibility, although not 
proven or established, that these 
viru.ses may be important some¬ 
how in arterial disease and ath¬ 
erosclerosis in man," Miniek told 
the opening session of an Ameri¬ 
can Heart Association seminar. 

The Cornell research was con¬ 
ducted on chickens. One group fed 
a low-fat diet was infected with a 
herpes virus that causes Marcck's 
disease in chickens. Another group 
received the virus and a high-fat 
diet. 

After .seven months, the birds 
were killed. Miniek said the two 
groups infected with the virus had 
atherosclerosis in many of their 
arteries. Artery disease was not 


.seen in chickens that were not 
infected. 

"I think it was vci^ surprising 
that this type of disease would 
develop In seven months," Miniek 
said. “Even more surprising to us 
was the fact that ttu‘ animals that 
had normal .serum cholesterol 
levels that were on a low-lipid 
(fat) diet and infected with the 
virus also developed occlusive ar¬ 
terial changes.” 

He said a high amount of fat in 
the blood appeared to accentuate 
the artery disca.se. 

Additional experiments, some of 
them to be reported at a scien¬ 
tific meeting in April, reinforced 
the findings. Miniek said. 


Fake MD’s 
death stuns 
Alert Bay

An urgent cry for help was made by the Nimpkish 
Indian Band on .Monday after a man who posed as a 
medical doctor at Alert Bay for 10 weeks killed 
himself in a Port Hardy RCMP lockup early .Sunday 
after being charged with impersonating Dr. Robert 
Rifleman, a general practitioner now living in Wis¬ 
consin. 

The man. identified as Roberto Enrique Trujillo. It, 
slashed his throat with glass from his reading glas.ses, a 
police spokesman said. 

"He was a passive individual. He just wanted to read 
while he w as in custody," the spokesman said. 

"Our people are once again at risk and we're now- 
back to square one.” said band councillor William Cranmer. 

There was a feeling of anger and distrust in the vil¬ 
lage of 1,800 at the incredible events of the past 72 hours, 
tranmer said in an interview Mumlay. 

"Is this the level of senice we can expect from the 
powers that be'.’ " 

The man known to village residents as Dr. Rifleman 
was uncovered as an imposter Friday afternoon with his 
arrest by RC'.MP. 

The unravelling of Trujillo's role as a doctor in Alert 
Bay began when Dr. Jack Pickup had "nagging doubts" 
about the man's medical competence and expertise, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Craig Arnold, deputy registrar of the B.C. College 
of Physicians and Surgeons. 

Pickup's own competence was questioned last year fol¬ 
lowing the controversial death of an ll-year-old Indian girl 
who died in St. George's Hospital of a ruptured appendix. 
Pickup was found negligent in the death by an inquest jury, 
but was subsequently found competent by the college. 

"Pickup had nothing specific to offer about the man 
other than he wondered about his medical expertise,” Arnold 
told the Colonist. 

The imposter had presented papers to the college which 
appeared to be in order and was granted temporary registra¬ 
tion to practise at Alert Bay, Arnold said. 

The licence to practise, valid for one year, was re¬ 
scinded by the college after an investigation which re¬ 
vealed the real Dr. Rifleman had a general practice in 
Wisconsin. 

Arnold .said the man presented himself in early No¬ 
vember. 1979 as Dr. Robert H. Rifleman with original 
documents supporting the claim.

Price of beer U.S. budget boosts 
to jump again military spending 


The workingman’s tipple will take another price jump 
Friday when increased prices, to be officially announced in 
the next day or so, take effect. 

Brewery sources said Monday the price of a glass 
of beer in the taverns is expected to take the biggest 
jump—from 55 to 65 cents. 

A dozen bottles from the liquor store should cost $5.70, 
up from $5.20, including deposit. 

The consumer and corporate affairs ministry’s liquor 
distribution branch and the B.C. Hotels Association were 
to resume negotiations today on the draft and off sales 
prices. 

There is a possibility that the LCB might agree to the 
association's brief some months ago that the price of 
draft beer be deregulated and that each hotel charge 
what It wants, which would result in something other 
than an across-the-board 10 cent increase in the per- 
glass price. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — With the oil- 
rich Middle East in turmoil. President 
Carter asked the U.S. Congress on Monday 
to approve a $$t6-billion election-year bud¬ 
get that aims most new spending at de¬ 
fence and energy programs. 

Carter's budget proposal for the 1981 
fiscal year was the largest in U.S. history 
and a $52-billion increase over 1980 federal 
spending. Military spending got the biggest 
increa.se—to $142.7 billion from $127.4 bil¬ 
lion this year—representing a 3.3-per-cent 
increase after projected inflation is taken 
into account. 


There was little new money for most 
domestic programs, but money was ear¬ 
marked for job training, housing and reve¬ 
nue sharing programs to mollify key Dem¬ 
ocratic party factions. 

The budget projected a $16-billion defi¬ 
cit next year, the final admission that 
Carter has been unable to fulfil his 1976 
campaign promise to balance the budget. 

Reaction to Carter’s budget was mixed, 
although there was general praise from 
Congress for his deeision to increase mili¬ 
tary spending.

Thirty-four Islamic 
countries have demanded 
“the immediate and un¬ 
conditional withdrawal” 
of Soviet troops from 
Afghanistan. They aIsC 
have called for a biiycott 
of the summer Ol.vmpic 
Games in Moscow. 

As the Islamic foreign 
ministers adopted the anti- 
Soviet re.solutions at a meet¬ 
ing in Islamabad. Pakistan, 

troops' presence in Afghan¬ 
istan is justified. 

The Soviet Communist 
party newspaper Pravda 
said internal unrest in Afgh¬ 
anistan has posed “not an 
imaginary but a real threat 
to the interests of the secur¬ 
ity of the Soviet state on its 
southern border." 

It accused Washington of 
stirring up a “hysterical 
military campaign" against 
.Moscow and its allies. 

"At no time since the p<-ak 
of the Cold War has the cult 
of brutal force been pro¬ 
fessed so openly," it said of 
U.S. President Carter's stale 
of the union speech to Con¬ 
gress last week that con¬ 
demned Moscow’s interven¬ 
tion in Afghanistan. 

In Washington, LI.S. Slate 
.Secretary Cyrus Vance, in 
an interview Monday, 
termed the Soviet presence 
in Afghanistan "a grave situ¬ 
ation," He reaffirmed Wash¬ 
ington’s support for tbe inde¬ 
pendence of all Persian Gulf 
countries, including Afghan¬ 
istan. 

Vance said (he "80.000- 
plus .Soviet armed forces in 
Afghanistan . . . pose a po¬ 
tential threat" to countries 
neighboring Afghanistan. 

U.S. Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown said U.S. 
ground troops could be de¬ 
ployed quickly to defend a 
country threatened by the 
Soviet adventure in the Gulf 
region. 

"I would urge that no one 
underestimate our ability to 
get some ground forces in 
there quickly if we have to," 
Brown said. 

The Islamic foreign minis¬ 
ters al.so called on all coun¬ 
tries not to recognize the 
.Soviet-backed Afghan gov¬ 
ernment and to sever diplo¬ 
matic relations with it "until 
the complete withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghan¬ 
istan. ” 

Thby urged a boycott of 
the Moscow (iames by Is¬ 
lamic countries "until the 
Soviet Union . , . withdraws 
all its troops forthwith from 
Afghanistan." 

The ministers termed the 
•Soviet behavior in Afghanis¬ 
tan "a flagrant violation” of 
international law. 

They urged "all countries 
and pc‘ople to secure the So¬ 
viet withdrawal through all 
possible means.” 

The meeting also was at¬ 
tended by representatives of 
the Palestine Liberation Or¬ 
ganization but Afghanistan

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Steel strike 
snarls Wales 


LONDON (Reuter) — The British steel strike 
escalated Monday with large areas of Wales para¬ 
lysed by prote.sj stoppages, and union leaders bat¬ 
tling to overturn a controversial court order. 

Coal mines and docks were at a standstill and 
rail and bus .serviees halted as Welsh unions staged 
a "day of action" to back the 180.000 workers-on 
strike against the state-owned British Steel C'orp. 

The 21-hour protest strike was particularly 
effective in southern Wales, where thousands of 
jobs will be threatened ff the mdnth-old steel dispute 
drags on. An estimated 100,000 workers took part in 
the protest. 

Defying an appeal court ruling, many workers 
at private steel companies joined the B.SC strikers. 
Union lawyers prepared to take the case to the 
House of Lords, Britain's highest court, to try to get 
the ruling overturned. 

Saturday's court ruling banned an extension of 
the strike to private plants on the grounds it would 
pose a threat to Britain’s economy. It also forbid 
unions from preventing foreign steel from entering 
Britain. 


Ottawa shuts 
Tehran office 
until releases 

OTTAWA (CP) — The Canadian embassy in 
Tehran has been clo.sed temporarily and wRl not be 
reopened until the U.S. hostages in Iran are released. 


says External Affairs 
Minister Flora MacDon¬ 
ald. 

Miss MacDonald told re¬ 
porters Monday that Ken 
Taylor. Canadian ambassa¬ 
dor in Tehran, and three 
other cnibassy employees 
were withdrawn for safety 
reasons and problems they 
faced in carrying out their 
jobs. 

“I would want to see the 
(U.S.) hostages released be¬ 
fore we go back," she said. 

There has been no reaction 
.vet from the Iranian govern¬ 
ment to the Canadian deci¬ 
sion, she said. 

Temporarily closing the 
embassy does not mean Can¬ 
ada has severed relations 
with Iran, she said. Ottawa 
would continue relations 
with Tehran through the Ira¬ 
nian embassy here and peri¬ 
odic visits by Canadian dip¬ 
lomats to Iran. 

Asked if this move was a 
Canadian attempt to apply 
pressure on Tehran, she re¬ 
plied: “It could perhaps be 
considered that way.” 

She denied that the deci¬ 
sion was related either to 
the Feb. 18 federal election 
or the Afghanistan crisis. 

Miss MacDonald said 
there has been ‘'more 
pressure in the last while 
than there had been former¬ 
ly" on the remaining Cana¬ 
dian embas.sy staff. 

She was fearful for their 
safety — "that became more 
of a factor as the numbers 
were reduced.”

TORONTO (UPC) - New 
Democratic Party I.eader

Addressing an enthusias 
tic group of campaign work 
ers jammed into gandidali' 
John Harney's Scarborough 
campaign headquarters. 
Broadbent Masted the go\ 
ernment for closing its 
Tehran embassy because of 
what government spokes¬ 
men said were the difficul¬ 
ties in conducting normal 
business. 

Broadbent, howewer. sug¬ 
gested Prime Minister Joe 
CJark had chosen this lime to 
act because the move would 
generate favorable pub 
ilcity, 

"The reason given by the 
prime minister was that 
there is chaos in Iran. ” he 
said. "There is no more 
chaos in .Iran today ... than 
there was before Christmas 
when we didn't have an elec 
tion. 
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The prairie folks can't vpte unless they 
go home. 

Western community residents who want 
to take part in special early voting will 
have to go clear over the Malahat to 
Duncan—snow or no snow. Nanaimo peo¬ 
ple in the same fix have to go to Port 
Alberni.

But others, like the large numl^r of 
prairie people who .swarm to the conipara- 
tive warmth of Vancouver Island for the

Victoria returning officer Eleanor Allan 
is sticking by her guns on this one. even 
though she admits she’s taken some flak.

As unfortunate as it may seem, both say 
the Elections Act makes it clear one must 
vote in one’s “ordinary” place of resi¬ 
dence—the place that would normally be 
considered the real home.

year. 

Another problem seems to have a par¬ 
ticular meaning in the strange riding of 
Cowichan-Malahat-The Islands where lU 
per cent of the voters live on one side of a 
mountain (.south) and most of the rest on 
the other.

Me said the gravel pit had 
been elosed when the resi¬ 
dential nature of the area 
was established during the 
last eight .vears. 


It had recently reopened 
and trucks were transport¬ 
ing gravel on Royalta and 
Cameron Taggart Road as 
well as from the original 
access on Mill Bay-Shawni- 
gan Lake Road. 

Smith said: "The operator 
of this pit has shown no 
regard for the concern of 
residents who have spoken to 
him about the noise and 
physical change in the topog¬ 
raphy of the land eaused by 
this operations.

Nanaimo’s mill day 

Big doings 
attract 
top brass 


NANALMO — "The income insp»‘ctors boys 
would have a field day here." commented Major 
Frank Ney. surveying the crowd that had gathered 
for the opening of the $16.5 million Mayo Forest 
Products mill here at the weekend. 

They came in Mercedes and limousines, and 
even by helicopter. They came from Victoria. 
Vancouver. Montreal and Japan. Government offi¬ 
cials and industry brass accepted invitations to help 
celebrate the op»'ning of the mill, which will cut 
specialty lumber for the Japanese market. 

The day was a celebration for the two com¬ 
panies involved in the new mill: Canadian Pacific's 
subsidary Pacific Lumber Logging and Mitsubishi 
Corporation of Tokyo. 

Two men who contributed a bit of history to the 
new mifl were al.so on hand. 

VV. M. .Sloan, president of Mayo Lumber, recog 
niied the .Mayo family, who started the original 
Mayo mill in KttHt near Duncan, and George Dor 
man. who owned the mill which was on the 
Assembly Wharf site the new Mayo mill occupies. 

The mill's site is 1.15 hectares, and a half-he< t- 
are is used for the under cover portion of the mill. 

The project got its first start in May 197«. when 
Mitsubishi and Pacific Logging entered into a 
me'morandum of agreement for the construction 
and operation of a speciality sawmill to cut 
hemlock and yellow cedar for Japanese markets. 

Ian Sinclair, chief executive officer of Canadian 
Pacific, noted jokingly at the opening that he 
had waited a long time to get Mitsubishi into the 
minority stockholder position it has in Mayo. CP 
holds 6U per cent. Mitsubishi to p<-r cent. 

■fhe design of the sawmill was handled by a 
committee of five Pacific Logging representatives 
and four from Mitsubishi. Bert Gisborne was design 
engineer. 

Work on the mill started about one .vear ago. 
with Industrial Mill Installations Ltd. handling 
construction and Morrison Electrical Ltd. doing 
eieciricai work for the computeri/.ed operation. 

Dignitaries got a preview of the mill's opera¬ 
tion. w hen Premier Bennett pushed the button to cut 
the first hemlock log. The mill will not actually go 
into production until March 1.5. when all the finish¬ 
ing touches have been put on the operation. 

I.ogs will be delivered to the mill by w ater in flat 
and bundle booms. A peco side-lift with capacity of 
up to 60 tons for one lift hauls logs from the water to 
the log deck. 

Logs will move from the deck to a conveyer by a 
grapple, and enter the mill itself, through a tne- 
chanical debarker and a bucking saw that cuts logs 
to desired length, assisted by a digital read-out 
system. 

Three band saws and carriages together called 
"head rigs " cut slabs of lumber from the log. 

The lumber is then reduced to smaller sizes by 
the edgers. circular gang saw. horizontal band 
resaw and trim saws. 

Bin sorters, controlled by computer, sort the 
final product by size, length and grade. At the 
package marker station, loads arc strapped, sten¬ 
cilled and then dipped in an anti-stain solution, and 
taken to the Nanaimo As,sembly Wharf to await 
shipping. 

■The largest part of the mill's output will be 
shipped to Japan, and the lumber is being cut in 
metric sizes for that market. 

Speakers at the opening hailed the co-opera¬ 
tive Canadian-Japanese venture. 

Rikinobu Nakazaki. managing director of Mit¬ 
subishi. said that it was his "strongest desire" that 
the new mill would help further strengthen relation¬ 
ships between the two countries. 

Yukio 'Yotsu. from the Japanese consul's Van¬ 
couver office, noted than the new Canadian mill 
would help Japanese have belter living conditions. 

He said that improving living accommodations 
in Japan was a national government policy. 

Nanaimo Mayor Frank Ney noted that the new 
mill would help bring Nanaimo industrial assess¬ 
ment up to 42 per cent of the total assessment, and 
that the mill would produce $306,000 in city taxes. 

He said that the Japanese community had 
pla.ved a prominent role in Nanaimo history. 

Don Rawlin?$^arbor commission chairman, 
said that the mill guaranteed the continued viability 
of the downtown Assembly Wharf and that the com¬ 
mission could now turn its attention to getting Duke 
Point off the ground. 

The opening was a co-opi'rative venture all the 
way around, and Sloan noted that many of Ma.vo's 
competitors were among the invited guests. CIPA 
Lumber, which also has a mill on the Assem¬ 
bly Wharf, provided the final co-operative touch—it 
gave Mayo the two logs used in the opening.

"makes a mockery" of the 
implied intent of the rural 
residential nature of the 
area. 

"The rights of one individ¬ 
ual to operate his gravel pit 
must not infringe on the 
rights of the rest of the com¬ 
munity. and that unfortuna¬ 


tely is what is happening in 
this case.” said Smith. 

Regional planner Howard 
Schesser told the board that 
the site has been used as a 
gravel pit since 1958. 

It became a legal non-con¬ 
forming use in 1974. when the 
CVRD's zoning bylaw was 
introduced. Its non-conform¬ 
ing use would be lost if the pit 
was not used for a period of 
30 days. 

The point of contention is 
that the pit, "pretty dor¬ 
mant" for the last few years, 
started operating on a more 
regular basis last year and 
will contineue to do so for the 
next five. 

Joe Trask, part-owner of 
the gravel pit. told CVRD: 
"You've received this peti¬ 


tion with 26 signatures, but 
nobody has had the guts to 
come to me and complain 
about my operation." " 

Trask added that "I 
bought the pit in May of 1978 
as a licensed gravel pit. It is 
currently licensed as a grav¬ 
el pit by the ministry of 
mines." 

Referring to the charges of 
noi.se and high traffic vol¬ 
ume, he said "the noisy ma¬ 
chinery has gone, and the 
only time there was a lot of 
trucks (six) operating, was 
when the E&N Railway had a 
washout. This was an emer¬ 
gency situation ' 

Answering a complaint 
from Smith that the gravel 
pit owners intended to bring 
in a gravel crusher, which 


would be a change in the use 
of the pit, and that the resi¬ 
dents intended to write to the 
inspector of mines. Trask 
said: "We might put in a 
crusher, if therea market 
for crushed material. 

“We are well within the 
regulations laid down by the 
ministry of mines." 

Smith said he felt that Sec¬ 
tion 253 of the .Mines {tegula- 
tion Act was not being car¬ 
ried out, "as the operation 
appears to be much closer to 
the property line.” 

Sches.ser said the CVRD 
conducted an inventory and 
site inspection of the opera¬ 
tion in August. 1978. which 
indicated that the pit was in 
operation, which al.so includ 
ed the cement mixing plant. 


A surface work permit w as 
issued in 1978, pursuant to 
the Mines Regulations Act, 
at which time a change in 
ownership took place. It was 
established that the pit li¬ 
cence runs with the owner 
and not the land. 

A mines inspector con¬ 
ducted an inspection of the 
pit in July, 1979, and found it 
to be in good order; another 
inspection is scheduled with¬ 
in the next week. The min¬ 
istry of highways issued an 
access permit from Royalta 
Road in October, 1979. 

The board moved that both 
the planner's report and the 
residents' petition be re¬ 
ferred to the planning com¬ 
mittee for recommendation 
to the board.

With a 5.000-vote plurality behind him. one might think 
that Miller is taking this campaign a little easier. 

But he's an experienced campaigner, although must 
of that campaigning has been done fur« other candi¬ 
dates. and he's not leaving anything to chance. 

Sitting in the N'DP headquarters on a sunny winter 
morning. Miller fields questions from a reporter while 
never missing an opportunity to chat wjth, and encour¬ 
age, the steady stream of volunteer workers that are 
in and out of the office. 

He greets a worker and tells him: "I dropp»'d by to 
see Mr. Smith last night. I don't know if he'll vole for 
me, but he understands my point of view now." 

It is details like this that have made the Nanaimo 
NDP Association, and Miller, .so successful. 

Miller inherited the legacy of successful NDP MPs and 
MLAs in the Nanaimo area, and Ottawa reports indicate 
that the 37-year-old teacher is one of the bright young 
new faces on the Ottawa NDP scene. 

He was critic for fisheries for the NDP during his short 
term as MP. and said he has learned a lot in that role. 

Miller didn't so much grow up a political person as 
marry into it. 

HIS WIFE. BORN PAITI LYNN Murphy, came from an 
active NDP family, and after his marriage Miller found 
himself involved in the traditional chores of canvas 
sing for candidates. 

"I had my poll on Stewart .Avenue to canvass, and I got 
to know the people there fairly well. " 

Meanwhile. Miller was becoming involved in the Nan: 
aimo Di.strict Teachers Association and SPEC. 

"I gradually realized the kinds of changes I was limk 
ing for were going to be political ones." 

Stints as an officer in both the local and provincial N'DP 
associations finally culminated in Miller's seeking, and 
winning, the N'DP nomination for the federal riding in 
the fall of 1977. 

He beat out two opponents for the nomination, and im 
mediately l<«)k a leave of absence from his post as 
biology and chemistry teacher and counsellor at Nanai¬ 
mo District senior high school. 

He began travelling the new NanaimO-Alberni rid¬ 
ing. to make his name familiar to the 62.000 voters. 

That work paid off in May, 1979, when Miller soundly de¬ 
feated Tory .Scott Van Alstine. with Libi'ral Hugh An¬ 
derson trailinglpidly. 

The mortims since have been busy and interesting 
ones fur all four Millers—Ted. Patti, Preston, 5. and 
Alison, nearly 3. 

Miller noted that although he and Patti have always 
lived in a rural area since their marriage, they enjoyed 
city life in Ottawa tremendously. 

THE FAMILY LEASED A HOUSE IN AN old, cstab 
lished section of the capital city in September and had a few 


weeks to explore Ottawa's parks and the nearby Gatineau 
Hills. 

Once the parlimentary session opened, life became 
busier for the new MP. 

"Thais the last lime I had anv chance for relaxa 
lion." 

Miller said that the demands of the job of MP may 
be no heavier than he expected, but that the variety 
of responsibilities were more than he realized. 

Hiding responsibilities include lobbying different gov¬ 
ernment offices on behalf of your constituents. 

"The important thing is to e.stablish who to sec to get 
what you need. A’ou get a telephone directory four times the 
size of the Nanaimo directory ju.st for government offices. 
It's a good indication of the size of the bureaucracy." 

Opposition MPs arc also responsible for their own 
area of criticism. — 

Miller said that while he had a good general knowl¬ 
edge of fisheries, he has learned a lot about the indus¬ 
try during the past few months. 

"That was one thing 1 thought was coming along 
quite well. It was nice to be on the phone talking on the 
Port Alberni radio one moment and St. John's radio the 
next talking about two different issues." 

Miller also had his committee work on the fisheries 
and forestry committee and said he felt he was also 
learning a lot about the field of forestry, although his fi.sh- 
eries critic work did not leave him the time to make 
as complete a study of forestry as he would like. 

Talking about fi.sheries and forestry naturally leads 
to talk of Canada's natural resources, and this is one 
area .Miller feels strongly about, that led to his past 
intolvement in SPEC. 

IN THE FIELD OF ENERGY, particularly, Canadians 
have to develop conservation methods, he said. 

The alternatives, such as urban transit, have to be 
good. Miller said, or people won't use them. 

He cited his own experience as a person involve* in 
SPEC, -but one who never really practised conserva 
tion until he moved to Ottawa. 

Now, he said, he rides the bus to work because it stops 
only five doors from home. 

He is concerned about the Conservative policy which 
he said "seems to be giving more and more power to the 
provinces w ithout discussing them in the context of consti¬ 
tutional changes." 

. "This is a dangerous precedent. The United Nations 
recognizes off shore resources as national jurisdictions. At 
conferences such as the Law of the Sea Conference, you sit 
down with other national jurisdictions.” 

In addition. Miller points out, "how do you determine 
boundaries between provinces off-shore?” 

"We have enough difficulty telling the difference be¬ 
tween Canadian and American fish." 

Miller said that he believes in all these areas—energy, 
fish and other off shore resources—Canadian need to 
develop a more co-operative attitude. 

"If we're to survive as a nation, we have to establish 
a feeling of co-operation and sharing of our re.sources," 
"There has to be a re-evaluation of the direction Canada 
goes." 

Miller wants to be on hand in Ottawa for that kind of 
political decision-making and he and his NDP supporters are 
leaving nothingg to chance in his riding. 


>er meeting, and added that 
any representation or infor¬ 
mation from individuals or 
school staffs on the topic 
"does not reflect the N'DTA's 
position on this subject." 

The letter added an ex¬ 
cerpt from association 
bylaws which outlines that 
individual teachers should 
"refrain from making repre¬ 
sentations."

He said that the edict 
seemed to be “assuming of 
too much power by the 
NDTA." 

Trustee Marjorie Stewart 
said she also agreed, but 
added that the board is still 
free to ask anyone it w ants to 
make comments. 

Former board chairman 
Bill Hnidom attempted to 
pour a little oil on troubled 
waters when he noted that 
the excerpt from the teach 
ers' code of ethics specified 
the association would speak 
for teachers "regarding 
matters that are properly 
dealt with by (their) profes¬ 
sional organization ' 

The letter from the NDTA 
said that the group had 
agreed to set up an ad hoc 
committee to keep an eye on 
developments on the grade- 
level reorganization front. 

The committee will, con¬ 
sult teachers and school 
staffs and prepare recom 
mendations for the associa¬ 
tions to consider. 

In other business, the 
board heard a presentation 
from an active parent volun¬ 
teer group, a.sking for con¬ 
tinued support of the Action 
Nanaimo program. 

The program, which pro¬ 
vides daily, quality physical 
education in elementary 
schools, needs the continued 
commitment of the board, 
the parents said. 

Parents told the board of 
Action Nanaimo "success" 
stories, including the mother 
of a seven-year old girl who 
said the Action Nanaimo 
perceptual motor program 
had identified and helped a 
problem her daugher had 
that was spilling over to 
school work such as reading, 

"It scares me to think 
where she would be, if not for 
Action Nanaimo," the moth¬ 
er said. 

A representative of the nu¬ 
trition committee of Action 
Nanaimo described her 
group as an “all time bar 
gain " for the school board. 
■She described the activities 
the group has carried out. 
including school programs, 
refreshments and a new 
cookbook. 

Volunteers give the most 
hours to the aquatics portion 
for the Aefion Nanaimo pro¬ 
gram. the board was told, 
with 5.277 students in the 
program last year and more 
than 11,000 hours of volun¬ 
teer work donated. * 


•Silke Bigg, speaking for 
the parents, said they are 
asking the board to eonsoli 
late what it has already 
started with the program 
Special attention should In 
paid to schools that wen- 
pilot schools or focus schools 
for Action Nanaimo. 

With an eye to upcoming 
budget decisions that Ihe 
board will be making, the 
group asked that any de<i 
sions affecting Action Nan 
aimo "be based on a full 
knowledge of the program. ' 

In other business, Ibe 
board decided to go ahead 
this year with meetings with 
municipalities and regional 
districts in its boundaries to 
explain the school district 
budget. 

After a debate on the pros 
and cons of the idea, which 
was carried out last .year for 
the first time, the board 
voted narrowly to hold at 
least one meeting to explain 
this .year's budget to muni¬ 
cipal officials. 

That meeting dale will be 
set after the school district 
1980 budget is finalized.

However, council did 
agree to help in finding 
solutions which would be 
environmentally and so 
ciologically acceptable.

Men—it might hurt 
you more not to cry 


NEW YORK — Alone 
among animals in the ability 
to shed tears of sorrow, 
human beings may use cry¬ 
ing as a .safety valve for 
-riijdina their btsdtes of 
chemicals produced in dis- 
lre.ss. 

This new explanation of 
emotional tears, proposed by 
William H. Frey, a biochem¬ 
ist in the Department of Psy-, 
chiatry at St. Paul-Ramsey 
Medical Centre in Minneso¬ 
ta. could explain why tears 
wept in anguish have a dif¬ 
ferent chemical composition 
from those shed in response 
to irritations such as cold, 
w ind or dust. The theory also 
suggests that the anti-crying 
socialization of men may bt' 
dangerous to their health. 

That emotional tears arc 
not the same as tears cried 
over onions was first ob¬ 
served in 1957 by the Anic/i-. 
canthemiat RithprlBrunislu. 
who found a lower concen¬ 
tration of protein in tears 
produced by irritation. 

Today, with more sensi¬ 


tive analytical tools and a 
deeper knowledge of the role 
of chemicals in emotion. 
Frey and his colleagues hope 
to detect the shades of differ¬ 
ence acpsracfng L-uza t?f joye 
laughter, anxiety, depres¬ 
sion, grief and anger. 

' We know that stress 
alters the body's chemical 
balance,” Frey said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

Working with volunteers. 
Frey induces weeping by 
showing sad movies like 
Brian's Song, a tear-jerker 
so potent that half the sub¬ 
jects wept despite experi¬ 
mental conditions that in¬ 
cluded having to cry into a 
test tube. 

Frey suggested that 
stress-related di.seases such 
as peptic ulcers, which arc 
more common in men, may 
be atjgravaled by the sup¬ 
pression of tears. Now that 
more women are entering 
the work world. Frey said, 
t hey m a.v show an increased - 
rale of these disea.ses. Alter¬ 
natively. if they maintain 
their readiness to cry. they 
could avoid risk. 


“Personally, I think the 
home is probably more 
stressful than the office, " 
Frey said.

This is a dramatic experi¬ 
ence and having no answer is 
quite frightening.

A word about the retina in 
general. 

It is one of the most sensi¬ 
tive structures of the body. It 
is a layer of light-sensitive 
cells across the rear of the 
eyeball. The specialized 
cells allow us to distinguish 
light and color. Any distur¬ 
bance of the retina creates 
all sorts of visual phenom¬ 
ena—your streaks and 
spots. 

A torn (or detached) ret¬ 
ina is a peeling away of this 
vision-sensitive structure 
from the la.ver of cells 
directly under it, much as 
w allpaper detaches from the 
wall. Often a small hole has 
formed in the retina, either 
from aging or because of an 
eiongation of the e.veball, as

in extreme nearsightedness. 
The fluid in the eye seeps 
into the hole and pulls the 
retina away. In other cases, 
a severe eye injury can 
cause the retina to become 
detached. 

To answer your questions 
one at a time. 

There is no reason to fear 
for a tear in your left eye 
simply because you have one 
in your right eye. 

The streaks of light and 
black spots should disappear 
when the retina has been 
"tacked” back down by the 
laser beam. The laser acts 
like a welding gun in this 
procedure. 

Leaning forward makes 
your symptoms worse be¬ 
cause the retina floats far¬ 
ther away from its attach 
menl. When ,vou lie flat, the 
symptoms should lessen as 
the retina falls back into po¬ 
sition. 

You should report any 
change in .vour symptoms to 
your doctor promptly.

(Wassermann) test. As (iod 
is my witness.

The Wassermann lest for 
syphilis can be positive for 
reasons other than syphilis. 
It can be positive for certain 
illnesses like lupus. It can be 
positive in completely 
healthy Individuals for no 
known reason. A positive 
Wassermann lest does not 
prove that a person has or 
has had syphilis. Newer, 
more specific, tests for the 
diagnosis of syphilis are 
available. Even these can be 
falsely positive. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I would 
like to know (1) if having 
sexual intercourse helps hot 
flashes due to the change of 
life, and (2) does Premarin 
have male hormones in it?

Girl’s killer 
hunt unites 
Caigarians 


CALGARY (CP) — The Calgary Herald is offering a 
$5,000 reward for information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the killer of five-year-old Kimberly Thomp¬ 
son. 

The child’s nude body was found Friday in a plastic 
garbage bag in the Altadore residential di.strict of south¬ 
west Calgary. She was last seen alive Thursday morn¬ 
ing when she left home to attend kindergarten. 

Frank Swanson, publisher of The Herald, said the 
reward was being offered on behalf of the p«M)ple of Calgary 
"who are united In their determination to re.solve this tragic 
matter." 

POLICE. HELPED BY CITY sanitation department 
crews, spent the weekend choking truckloads of garbage 
from within a lO-block radiusof where the body was found in 
an unsuccessful search for Kimberly’s clothes. About 30 
detectives knocked on doors in the neighborhood looking 
for clues. 

"1 wish we had something but we don't," said S.-Sgl. 
Roy Evans. 

Meanwhile. Altadore residents are considering setting 
up their own reward fund and ways to help the child’s 
grief-stricken mother, Evelyn, who is estranged from 
lu-r husband and living on social assistance. 

MRS. THOMPSON SAID Kimberly left on the six block 
walk to school at X:I0 a m. Thursday morning and po¬ 
lice are checking to see if an>one saw her on her way 
there. 

They now believe a report that she was seen in the 
washroom of the district elementary school was incor¬ 
rect because the children who said they saw her were 
confused about the day. 

Some residents believe the murder is the work of a man 
tM'lievx-d responsible for 20 indecent assaults on young 
girls in southwest Calgary in the last four years.

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VIRUS LINK TO ARTERY KILLER 


ST. I'ETEUSBLRG BEACH, 
Fla. (I'PI) — Preliminary animal 
studies suggest a common virus 
may be implicated in the develop¬ 
ment of artery disease, the under- 
iying cause of the leading killer of 
Americans, a scienti.U said Mon- 
<io.V- 

The pioneering research by 
medical investigators from Cor¬ 
nell University provides a new 
lead in the effort to understand 
and ultimately develop ways to 
prevent atherosclerosis. 

In atherosclerosis, the lining of 
the arteries becomes thickened 
and eventually clogged by deposits 
of fat and other material. This 
condition, sometimes called hard¬ 
ening of the arteries, sets the stage 


for heart attacks and strokes— 
ailments that kill 820,000 Ameri¬ 
cans annually. 

A high level of cholesterol and 
other fats in the blood is consider¬ 
ed a major factor in atherosclero¬ 
sis. along with high blood pressure 
and heavy smoking. But Dr. C. 
Richard Minick, professor of pa¬ 
thology at the Comelh University 
Medical Centre in New York, said 
these risk factors accounted for 
less than half of the atherosclero¬ 
sis In the U..S.. 

Minick said the Cornell experi¬ 
ment suggested a herpes virus also 
might have a role in artery dis¬ 
ease. Most humans are infected by 
one or more of these viruses, 
which cause cold sores, among 
other things. 


•'ll seems to us that there is a 
very real possibility, although not 
proven or established, that these 
viruses may be important .some¬ 
how in arterial disease and ath¬ 
erosclerosis in man," Minick told 
the opening session of an Ameri¬ 
can Heart Association seminar. 

The Cornell research was con¬ 
ducted on chickens. One group fed 
a low-fat diet was infected with a 
herpes virus that causes Mareck’s 
disease in chickens. Another group 
received the virus and a high-fat 
diet. 

After seven months, the birds 
were killed. Minick said the two 
groups infected with the virus had 
atherosclerosis in many of their 
arteries. Artery disease was not 


seen in chickens that were not 
infected. 

“I think it was very surprising 
that this type of disease would 
develop in .seven months,” Minick 
.said. “Even more .surprising to us 
was the fact that the animals that 
had normal serum cholesterol 
levels that were on a low-lipid 
(rat) diet and infected with the 
virus also developed occlusive ar¬ 
terial changes.” 

He said a high amount of fat in 
the blood appeared to accentuate 
the artery disease. 

Additional experiments, some of 
them to be reported at a scien¬ 
tific meeting in April, reinforced 
the findings. Minick said.

He just wanted to read 
w bile he was in custody," the spokesman said. 

"Our people are once again at risk and we re now- 
back to square one." said band councillor William Cranmer.

Arnold said the man presented himself in early No¬ 
vember, 197!) as Dr. Robert H. Rifleman with original 
documents supporting the claim.

U.S. budget boosts 
military spending 


WA.SHINGTON (AP) — With the oil- 
rich Middle East in turmoil. President 
Carter asked the U.S. Congress on Monday 
to approve a $6l6-billion election-year bud¬ 
get that aims most new spending at de¬ 
fence and energy programs. 

Carter’s budget proposal for the 1981 
fiscal year was the largest in U.S. hi.slory 
and a $52-billion increase over 1980 federal 
sprmding. Military spending got the biggest 
increase—to $142.7 billion from $127.4 bil¬ 
lion this year—representing a 3,3-per-ccnt 
increase after projected inflation is taken 
into account.

There was little new money for most 
domestic programs, but money was ear¬ 
marked for job training, housing and reve¬ 
nue sharing programs to mollify key Dem¬ 
ocratic party factions. 

The budget projected a $16-billion defi¬ 
cit next year, the final admission that 
Carter has been unable to fulfil his 1976 
campaign promi.se to balance the budget. 

Reaction to Carter’s budget was mixed, 
although there was general praise from 
Congress for tiis decision to increase mili¬ 
tary spending. 


Thirty-four Islamic 
countries have demanded 
“the immediate and un¬ 
conditional withdrawal” 
of Soviet troops from 
Afghanistan. They also 
have called for a boycott 
of the summer Olympic 
Games in Moscow. 

As the Islamic foreign 
ministers adontijd the anii-_ 
Soviet resolutions at a meet¬ 
ing in Islamabad, Pakistan, 
early today. Moscow .said its 
troops’ presence in Afghan¬ 
istan is justified. 

The Soviet Communist 
party newspaper Pravda 
said internal unrest in Afgh¬ 
anistan has posed "not an 
imaginary but a real threat 
to the interests of the secur¬ 
ity of the Soviet state on its 
southern border." 

It accu.sed Washington of 
stirring up a ‘ hysterical 
military campaign” against 
Moscow and its allies. 

“At no time since the peak 
of the Cold War has the cult 
of brutal force been pro¬ 
fessed .so openly.” it said of 
U.S. President Carter’s stale 
of the union speech to Con¬ 
gress last vjpek that con¬ 
demned Moscow’s interven¬ 
tion in Afghanistan. 

In Washington. U.S. State- 
Secretary Cyrus Vance, in 
an interview Monday, 
termed the .Seiviet presence- 
in Afghanistan "a grave situ¬ 
ation.” He- reaffirmed Wash¬ 
ington’s support fur the inde¬ 
pendence of all Persian Gulf 
countries, including Afghan¬ 
istan. 

Vance said the ''80,009- 
plus .Soviet armed forces in 
Afghanistan . . . pose a po¬ 
tential threat” to countries 
neighboring Afghanistan. 

U.S. Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown said U.S. 
ground troops could be de- 
ploye-d quickly to defend a 
country threatened by the 
Soviet adventure in the Gulf 
region. 

"I would urge that no one 
undereslimate our ability tb 
gel some ground forces In 
there quickly if we have to,” 
Brown said. 

The Islamic foreign minis¬ 
ters also called on all coun¬ 
tries not to recognize the 
Soviet-backed Afghan gov¬ 
ernment and to sever diplo¬ 
matic relations with it “until 
the complete withdrawal of 
.Soviet troops from Afghan¬ 
istan." 

They urged a boycott of 
the Moscow (James by Is¬ 
lamic countries “until the 
Soviet Union . . . withdraws 
all its troops forthwith from 
Afghanistan." 

The ministers termed the 
.Soviet bt-havior in Afghanis¬ 
tan “a flagrant violation" of 
international law. 

They urged “all countries 
and people to secure the .So¬ 
viet withdrawal through all 
possible means." 

The meeting also was at¬ 
tended by representatives of 
the Palestine Liberation Or¬ 
ganization but Afghanistan 
sent no representative and 
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Steel strike 
snarls Wales 


LONDON (Reuter) — The British steel strike 
escalated Monday with large areas of Wales para¬ 
lysed by protest stoppages, and union leaders bat¬ 
tling to overturn a controversial court order. 

Coal mines and docks were at a standstill and 
rail and bus services halted as Welsh unions staged 
a “day of action" to back theJ80,^ workers on 
strike against tne siaic-bwnca Brltish Steel Corp. 

The 24-hour protest strike was particularly 
effective in southern Wales, where thousands of 
jobs will be threatened if the montli-old steel dispute- 
drags on. An estimated 100.000 workers took part In 
the protest. 

Defying an appeal court ruling, many workers 
at private steel compank-s joined the B.SC strikers. 
Union lawyers prepared to take the case to the 
House of Lords, Britain’s highest court, to try to get 
the ruling overturned. 

Saturday’s court ruling bannt-d an extension of 
the strike to private plants on the grounds it would 
pose a threat to Britain’s economy. It also forbid 
unions from preventing foreign steel from t-iuering 
Britain.

OTTAWA (CP) — The Canadian' c-mbas.sy in 
Tehran has been closed temporarily and will not be 
reopened until the U..S. hostages in Iran are released, 
says External Affairs

Miss MacDonald fold re¬ 
porters Monday that Ken 
Taylor, Canadian ambassa¬ 
dor in Tehran, and three 
other embassy employees 
were withdrawn for safety 
reasons and problems they 
faced in carrying out their 
jobs. 

“I would want to see the 
(U.S.) hostages released be¬ 
fore we go back,” she said. 

There has been no reaction 
yet from tbe Iranian govern¬ 
ment to the Canadian deci¬ 
sion, .she .said. 

Temporarily closing the 
embassy does not mean Can¬ 
ada has severed relations 
with Iran, she said. Uttawa 
would continue relations 
with Tehran through the Ira¬ 
nian embassy here and peri¬ 
odic visits by Canadian dip¬ 
lomats to Iran. 

Asked if this move was a 
Canadian attempt to apply 
pressure on Tehran, she re¬ 
plied: “It could perhaps be 
considered that way." 

She denied that the deci¬ 
sion was related either to 
the Feb. 18 federal election 
or the Afghanistan crisis. 

Miss MacDonald said 
there has been ‘'more- 
pressure in the last while 
than (here had been former¬ 
ly" on the remaining Cana¬ 
dian embassy staff. 

.She was fearful for their 
safety — “that be-came more 
of a factor as the numbers 
were reduced.” 


TORONTO (UPC) — New 
Democratic Party Leader 
Ed Broadbent Monday at¬ 
tacked (he Conservative gov¬ 
ernment’s closure of Can¬ 
ada’s embassy in Iran, 
charging the dramatic move 
was made "for election pur 
poses.” 

Addressing an enthusias¬ 
tic group of campaign work¬ 
ers jammed into candidate 
John Harney’s Scarborough 
campaign headquarters. 
Broadbe-nt blasted the gov 
ernment for elosing its 
Tehran embassy because of 
what government spokes¬ 
men said were the difficul¬ 
ties in conducting normal 
business. 

Broadbent. however, sug¬ 
gested Prime Minister Joe 
Clark had chosen this time to 
act because the move would 
generate favorable pub¬ 
licity. 

"The reason given by the 
prime minister was that 
there is chaos in Iran." he 
said. "There is no more- 
chaos in Iran today ... than 
there was before Christmas 
when we didn’t have an elec¬ 
tion.

The prairie folks can’t vote unless they 
go home. 

Western community residents who want 
to take part in special early voting will 
have to go clear over the Malahat to 
Duncan—snow or no snow. Nanaimo peo¬ 
ple in the same fix have to go to Port 
Alberni. 

And because there wasn’t sufficient time 
to do an enumeration this time, hun¬ 
dreds of area voters aren’t on the list for 
the Feb. 18 federal eleetion. 

All of which means a more hectic time 
than usual for harried returning officers 


caught in the squeeze of an unexpected 
winter election and its oddities of a short 
campaign, but longer revision period. 

“It’s like a madhouse,” said one Vancou¬ 
ver Island election clerk, who asked not 
to be identified. “You should see the paper 
around here.” 

Many of those not on the voters’ list are 
people who have changed addresses in 
the same relative area. They won’t have 
too much trouble. They have until Feb. 4 to 
get registered. 

But others, like the large number of 
prairie people who swarm to the compara¬ 
tive warmth of Vaneouver Island for the 


winter months, are out of luck—unless they 
make the long trek home. 

Victoria returning officer Eleanor Allan 
is sticking by her guns on this one, even 
though she admits she’s taken some flak. 
So is Joanne Melling, returning officer for 
Nanaimo-Alberni, another who brought up 
the subject in interviews Monday. _ 

As unfortunate as it may seem, both say 
the Elections Act makes it clear one must 
vote in one’s “ordinary” place of resi¬ 
dence—the place that would normally be 
considered the real home. This applies 
even to prairie people who have Iraught 


property here, but stay only part of the 
.vear. 

Another problem seems to have a par¬ 
ticular meaning in the .strange riding of 
Cowichan-Malahat-Thc Islands where 40 
per cent of the voters live on one side of a 
mountain (south) and most of the rest on 
the other. 

It is the special early vote (known for¬ 
mally as voting ih the office of the return¬ 
ing officer), which was used for the first 
time in the May 22 federal election for 
those who couldn't vote on regular election 
day. or in the advance polls.
